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HISTORY OF 1ST U.S. 

A “History of the 1st U.S. Engineers,” which made 
up a part of the Ist Division of the Regular Army, 
has been issued in a handsome volume printed at Qob- 
Germany, on April 15, 1919, and recently dis- 
tributed. It consists of 172 pages with numerous illus- 
trations. The book contains many orders giving cita- 
tions, lists of officers and men who were killed or died 
as a result of wounds received in action, and a roster 
of officers and men of the regiment who served with it 
from Oct. 15, 1917, to Nov. 11, 1918, inclusive. There 
are maps which show the travels of the Ist Regiment 
in Europe, and the 1st Division area at Coblenz, and 
also a map showing the operations of the 1st Division 
against Mouzon and Sedan and other operations. The 
hook gives a history of the formation of the regiment, 
its training and travels, and its experiences in different 
actions. The history is affectionately and respectfully 
dedicated to Major Gen. Mason M. Patrick, Chief of 
the Air Service, A.E.F., who was the founder and or- 
ganizer of the present Ist Regiment of Engineers, 
“whose sound judgment, ” says the board of editors, 
“far-sighted vision and indefatigable labors gave the 
regiment its high standard of efficiency, its ‘esprit de 
corps,’ and its unbreakable morale, and who has never 
lost any of its sincere interest in the walfare and suc- 
cess of the organization.” The board of editors in- 
cludes Major Thomas F. Farrell, editor-in-chief; Capts. 
FE. A. MacMilland, jr., and Horace L. Smith, jr., asso- 
ciate editors; art editors, Capt. J. G. Drinkwater and 
Sergt. (1st class) C. L. Wilson; statistical editors, 
Capt. J. J. Bruns and Sergt. Major George FE. Duell; 
map editor, Sergt (1st class) William G. Weldon. 

The regimental commanders in order of service have 
been Col. Mason M. Patrick, Lieut. Col. Gustave R. 
Lukesh, Cols. Laurence V. Frazier, W. G. Caples, 
F. B. Wilby and E. J. Atkisson, the latter from March 
19, 1919. The regiment took part in the following op- 
erations: Sommerviller sector, Ansauville (Toul) sec- 
tor, sector west of Montdidier, Cantigny operations, 
Svissons operations, Sazerais sector, St. Mihiel op- 
erations, operations east of Argonne and west of 
Meuse, operations against Mouzon, operation south and 
southwest of Sedan, march to the Rhine and in security 
duty in Coblenz bridgehead. The total casualties for 
the regiment in action were 28 officers and 789 men. 

The regiment was organized on May 15, 1917, at 
Washington Barracks, D.C., from Cos. A and B of the 
old 1st Engineers. It trained in engineer work and 
target practice at Belvoir Track, Va., and sailed from 
Hoboken for France on the transport Finland on Aug. 
7, 1917. The regiment, owing to the newness of trans- 
portation problems, arrived in France as a regiment of 
Engineers without a tool and without a single bit of 
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transportation and at a time when the Service was 
clamoring for Engineer troops to perform important 
work. It was more than a month after the arrival of 
the Ist Engineers that the tools and transportation ar- 
rived, and a great deal of confusion ensued in conse- 
quence. After the regiment once got its tools and trans- 
portation no time was lost in making it effective for 
any duty ordered, and it made a fine record. 
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SECOND DIVISION ASSOCIATION. 

The 2d Division Association of the Regular Army of 
the United States, of which Major Gen. J. A. Lejeune, 
U.S.M.C., is president, has published at Cologne, Ger- 
many, under date of May, 1919, a pamphlet of sixty- 
one pages which gives various commendations of the 
division’s work in battle. These include matter from 
newspapers as well as the official commendations from 
General Pershing and other American generals, and 
from Marshal Foch and French generals. The 2d Divi- 
sion, which has been under command of Major Gens. 
Omar Bundy and James G. Harbord, U.S.A., and Major 
Gen. John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., was made up of the 
2d Artillery Brigade composed of the 12th, 15th and 
17th Field Artillery; the 3d Brigade of Infantry made 
up of the 9th and 23d Regiments of Infantry and the 
5th Machine Gun Battalion; the 4th Brigade of Ma- 
rines was made up of the 5th and 6th Regiments and the 
6th Machine Gun Battalion. There was also attached to 
this division the 4th Machine Gun Battalion, 2d Engi- 
neers, 24 Ammunition Train, 2d Supply Train, 2d° Sani- 
tary Train, 2d Mobile Ordnance Repair Shop, 2d Co. 
Military Police, Mobile Veterinary Unit No. 2, Machine 
Shop and Truck Units 303 and 363, Railroad Detach- 
ment, Salvage Squad No. 2, Bakery Co. 319, Sales Com- 
missary Unit No. 1, Delousing and Bath Unit No. 17, 
Clothing and Bath Unit No. 320, Mobile Laundry Unit 
No. 326, and Postal Expeditionary Forces, Army Post- 
office 710. 

The casualties of this division were one-tenth of that 
of the U.S. Army’s total losses. Its casualty list, in- 
cluding killed in action, wounded, missing in action 
and prisoners, according to the divisional reports, num- 
bered 24,429. The division captured 288 officers and 
11,738 men, 343 artillery pieces and 1 ,350 machine guns, 
and engaged a total of thirty-nine enemy divisions. The 
Distinguished Service Cross has been awarded to 646 
members of the division. 

The division landed in France in the early autumn of 
1917. Its activities at the front were in the Verdun 
and Chateau-Thierry sectors, the Soissons offensive, the 
Marbache sector, St. Mihiel offensive, Champagne of- 
fensive (Blane Mont), Meuse-Argonne. offensive, march 
to the Rhine and with the Army of Occupation in Ger- 
many.

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THE U.S.8S. LEVIATHAN. 


The U.S.S. Leviathan has now made thirty-two trips 
across the Atlantic as a troop transport of the United 
States, beginning her first voyage with troops from Ho- 
boken, N.J., Dee. 15, 1917. From then until the pres- 
ent time she has carried safely some 175,000 troops on 
voyages to Europe and back to the United States, and 
without the loss of a single life. Her biggest record for 
carrying troops proper was made on Aug. 3, 1918, when 
she carried 10,884 officers and men to France. On her 
sixteenth trip to the docks at Hoboken, where she ar- 
rived June 12, 1919, she had a total of 14,300 persons 
aboard comprising her crew and returning troops. She 
holds the world’s record in carrying troops over the 
ocean. On her first ten trips, which included that of 
Oct. 27, 1918, just before the armistice was signed, the 
Leviathan carried 94,235 Army passengers. The Ger- 
mans tried to send this great ship with her load of 
human freight to the bottom, but never succeeded in 
even hurting her, so well was she guarded and handled. 
The most persistent efforts of the Germans to torpedo 
her were made on June 1, 1918, when she was attacked 
by three submarines off the coast of France, and she 
had a running fight with them for three hours. 

Her massive turbine engines with a total maximum 

horsepower of 90,000, under the supervision of Comdr. 
Vaughn V. Woodward, U.S.N., the chief engimeer, and 
his fine engine room force, have never failed, and despite 
the mischief done to engines and boilers by her German 
crew just previous to her seizure by the United States 
in April, 1917, the engine room force under Commander 
Woodward with the defects in the engines made good, 
got better results from them than the Germans ever did. 
This, with the expert navigation by her various com- 
manders who have so deftly handled her, has insured 
her remarkable success and improvement as a U.S. Navy 
\ + ee over what she was as a German passenger 
ship. 
Her main engines have a shaft horsepower of 80,000 
and her speed is twenty-four knots. Her maximum speed 
is 26.3 knots. To make twenty knots the great shafts 
revolve at a speed of 150 revolutions per minute. There 
are two shafts each in a separate watertight compart- 
ment, and each shaft has two propellers. The length of 
the vessel over all is 950 feet and her breadth on load 
water line is 100 feet 3 inches. Her draft aft is 41 feet 
2 inches, and her normal displacement is 58,000 tons. 
She can carry 8,750 tons of coal. Her automatic signals 
between engine and fire rooms are unusually complete, 
and from the operating platform in the engine room sig- 
nals are transmitted to the fire room, telling the firemen 
at once of any alterations in the speed of the ship, etc., 
by which they can regulate their firing efforts accord- 
ingly. Any one of the furnaces under the forty-six 
boilers can be communicated with from the engine room 
by signal, and the fireman can control his efforts with- 
out oral command. The Leviathan’s identification num- 
ber during the war was “1336” and in official com- 
munications she and other ships were referred to only 
by number, to avoid possible useful information getting 
into the hands of the enemy. The keel of the Leviathan 
was laid at Hamburg, Germany. in September, 1911, and 
she was launched April 3, 1913.

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A Novet Gun Mount. 

In addition to her main battery of six 15-inch guns 
the British battle cruiser Repulse has seventeen quick 
firing 4inch guns, fifteen of which have a new and 
novel system of mounting. The fifteen guns in question 
are mounted on triple carriages, an arrangement per- 
mitting a concentration of fire which is very useful! 
against attacking torpedo craft. “The triple mounts,’ 
says the London-Engineer, “are quite simple in design; 
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the three guns, of course, are trained as one, but in all 
other motions each weapon is independent of the others 
and is loaded and elevated as a unit. The crew‘ of each 
triple 4-inch mounting numbers twenty-one. Although 
the system had been subject to trial before being in- 
stalled in the Repulse and several other ships, it is still 
more or less in the experimental stage, and has not yet 
found universal approval. The prevailing opinion seems 
to be that concentration of fire is purchased at too heavy 
a sacrifice of accuracy and rapid working.” 
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ARMY ITEMS. 


54th Pioneer Infantry. 

Col. William G. Bates, U.S.A., in command of the 
t4th Pioneer Infantry, which was originally built up 
from the 300 men of the old Tist Infantry, N.G.N.Y., 
that were left at Spartanburg after the regiment had 
been broken up and its men used to fill up other com- 
mands, arrived at Newport News, Va., on June 27, from 
France. The regiment took part in the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive and then entered Germany as part of the Army 
of Occupation, being stationed at Coblenz. The regi- 
ment, Which was ordered to proceed to Camp Upton, N. 
Yy., for muster out, was met by a delegation of officers 
of the 71st Infantry, N.Y. Guard, headed by Major 
Frederick C. Kuehnle. The regiment before leaving 
Newport News for the north was entertained by the 
state’s Welcome Home Committee with a _ vaudeville 
show. followed by a street dance. Colonel Bates is a 
well known and efficient officer. He served during the 
war with Spain as adjutant general on the staff of 
Major Gen. Francis Vinton Greene, U.S.V.; in the 
Philippine campaign, and hauled down one of the three 
Spanish flags at the surrender of Manila. 

Covers 625 Miles in Non-Stop Flight. 

Lieut. Ralph Johnson, Air Service, U.S.A., who left 
Arcadia, Fla., on the morning of June 28 on a 1,200-mile 
non-stop flight to Boston, was comnelled to descend 
near Newbern, N.C., after covering 625 miles. His ma- 
chine was so badly damaged in alighting that he was 
unable to proceed with it. Lieutenant Johnson expects 
to repeat the attempt to make the flight to Boston. 


Grave Crosses Packed with Caskets. 

Wooden crosses bearing aluminum identification tags 
temporarily marking graves of American Expeditionary 
soldiers buried in France are to be packed in shinning 
cases containing the caskets when bodies are disin- 
terred for shipment to this country whenever this pro- 
cedure. is practicable. 

Book Fakirs Barred from Army Posts. 

It has come to the attention of the War Department 
that solicitors of so-called historical books and publica- 
tions of no historical value and published solely for 
commercial purposes are active in Army posts and 
camps; that in some cases the soldier is persuaded to 
have his photograph and stories of his experiences which 
he may wish to furnish published. The Secretary of 
War directs that all commanding officers take necessary 
steps to investigate the character of publication or book 
offered for sale by solicitors operating among troops un- 
der their command and exclude therefrom those found 
to possess no merit or value. 

No More Enlistments for A.E.F. in France. 

In connection with the instructions noted last week 
providing that further enlistments for service in the 
American Expeditionary Force in France shall not be 
received it is announced that all men accepted for ser- 
vice in France prior to receipt of the instructions are 
to be transferred after enlistment to the Overseas Re- 
placement Depot at Camp Meade, Md. The command- 
ing general at Camp Meade was advised that all en- 
listed men received by him for transfer to the A.E.F. 
in France are to be forwarded in detachments of 1,000 
as rapidly as the prescribed inoculations and vaccina- 
tions have been completed and that training be curtailed 
to the maximum amount that can be given properly dur- 
ing this period. ee 

Resents Libel on A.E.F. 

Resentment is expressed by the Mehun News, organ 
of the U.S. Ordnance troops on duty in that French 
tity, in its issue of May 30 at what it terms the mali- 
cious rumors published by some daily newspapers in 
the United States that men of the A.E.F. who are suf- 
fering from venereal diseases would be kept in France 
and assigned to duty with labor companies. The News, 
speaking for the troops at Mehun, says that there are 
4500 enlisted men at that camp. All are being re- 
tained for very important work. It adds: “It is hard 
to feel that their characters are being maligned by gos- 
sip mongers and careless editors. They have worked 
hard and now that their work is almost complete we 
dislike to feel that because they stayed to carry out the 
Wishes of the people at home they are being slandered 
by certain unpatriotic men who are not pleased that they 
have done this work. We are almost inclined to be 
lieve that these men and these newspapers are part of 
the enemy propaganda that would like to get the United 
States back into its former state of unpreparedness.” 


British Service Chevron for A.E.F. 

The Stars and Stripes of June 13 says: “An official 
announcement for the benefit of those members of the 
A.E.F. entitled to -wear British service chevrons has 
been issued by the British Mission. There are two kinds 
of British overseas service chevrons—red and blue. If 
the soldier arrived overseas between Aug. 4, 1914, and 
Dee, 31, 1914, he is entitled to wear a red chevron. 
After Dec. 31, 1914. one blue chevron is awarded, and 
can be worn immediately the soldier arrives overseas. 
Thus on completing one year’s service the soldier is en- 
titled to wear two chevrons, on completing two years’ 
Service he can wear three blue stripes, and so on. No 
war service chevron is awarded except for service out- 
side the British Isles. It is worn on the right forearm, 
apex upward, and if the soldier is entitled to a red 
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stripe also it should be worn at the bottom, nearest the 
hand.” 
Army Planes Burned in France. 


A fire in the aviation field at St. Cyr, France, on 
June 21 destroyed eighteen hangars and 102 airplanes 
and did a great amount of other damage. The loss is 
estimated at $800,000. Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, 
Director of of the Air Service, said on the following day 
that he had not yet been advised of the fire at St. Cyr. 
He was unable to state specifically whether all equip- 
ment there was American, but that was his impression. 
St. Cyr was turned over to the A.E.F. as an officers’ 
training school, including the flying field. 


General Edwards Decorates British Officer. 

An unusual ceremony took place at headquarters, 
Northeastern Department, on June 27, when Major 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., pinned on the 
breast of Capt. Winthrop Pyemont, formerly of the 
Royal Engineers, British army, the British Military 
Cross for conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty 
during the operations near the Butte de Warlecourt on 
Nov. 5, 1917. He was also awarded a bar to the cross 
for gallantry in action near Langmarck on Oct. 23 to 
Nov. 9, 1917. The fact of the ceremony having taken 
place in this country is explained on the ground that 
while Captain Pyemont is a British subject and served 
throughout the war with British troops, yet he now 1s 
and was at the time of the declaration of war a student 
at Harvard Law School. He expects to complete his 
studies before going to England to practice. Captain 
Pyemont’s citation was read by Gloster Armstrong, 
British Consul General at New York, who presented 
the cross in the name of King George. The ceremony 
was witnessed by the entire staff of the Northeastern 


Department. In attaching the cross to Captain Pye- 
mont’s coat General Edwards referred to him as “an 
American now disguised as an Englishman,” and spoke 
briefly of the common objective of the war in which 
both nations have taken part, saying that it had been 
won in part by such cevotion to duty and such acts as 
the cross typified. 
American Army Crews in Henley Regatta., 

The drawings for the Henley regatta, to be rowed on 
the Thames on July 4 and 5, as announced in a press 
message from London dated June 28, resulted in the 
drawing of the American Army eight-oared crew to row 
the French army crew. The Canadian army crew drew 
that of the Overseas Military Forces from Canada. The 
winners of these races will meet in the second round. 
The eight-oared sace is for the King’s cup. The Leander 
cup is the trophy in the four-oared race. The second 
American crew drew the Leander Club’s service crew.

THE PARIS ECOLE SUPERIEURE DE GUERRR. 
(From Our Paris Correspondent.) 


On the morrow of victory, silent and methodical war 
preparation is anew absorbing the French military 
world. The military schools have reopened their doors 
Too cruel a price has been paid for the sin of unpre- 
paredness and pacifism. France means to be ready for 
next time. That there will be a “next time” is the 
unanimous opinion here. The praiseworthy intentions 
underlying the creation of the League of Nations can- 
not put an end to economic and racial rivalry, In time 
united Germany with her eighty million ‘inhabitants 
(against forty million French) will feel the irresistible 
need of “more land in the sun,” all the more so as ghe 
has been deprived of her colonies, without speaking of 
a natural spirit of revenge against to-day’s victors, "The 
position of France is even felt to be less secure than it 
was in 1914, owing to the disruption of the Russian and 
Austrian empires and to no end of germs of trouble ip 
Eastern Europe. y 

In St. Cyr, near Versailles, the opening revue proved 
an unprecedented ceremony. The flag bearer was a boy- 
ish captain wearing twelve decorations, and escorting 
him were seventy-six pupil-officers wearing the Cross of 
Legion of Honor which “actions d’éclat” in the field had 
won for them. Several were mutilated; a blind major 
was among the professors. 

_ More interesting still is the reorganization of the 
Ecole Superieure de Guerre, which will more than eyer 
stand unequaled for the formation of army commanders, 
The new director, General Debeney, must be pronounced 
a worthy successor to Foch, being endowed with those 
rare professional and personal qualifications that make 
for authority and prestige, and having behind him a 
glorious record of war services. He was a lieutenant 
colonel and a professor of infantry tactics at the mo 
ment of German aggression. His rise since has been 
extremely rapid. He acted successively as chief of staff 
of the Premiére armée under Dubail, as division com- 
mander in the epoch-making defense of Berlin, and ag 
chief of the 7th and then of the Ist Army, operating in 
liaison with the British army from July, 1918. It wag 
Debeney who retrieved the situation compromised by the 
sudden retreat of the Gough army. Having thus lived 
the war, shouldered the heaviest responsibilities, and 
measured the strides of late accomplished in tactics and 
strategy, he must be said to fulfill all possible desiderata 
of efficiency in the highly important post entrusted to 
him, all the more so as he is relatively young and re- 
puted for energy and work power. 

Under his guidance, staff officers, all war veterans, 
will on the map and also on the field tread the long and 
thorny path that led to the Allied victory, study in detail 
every operation, ascertain the causes of failure and sue 
cess, so as to be eventually in a position to avoid mis- 
takes. Blunders in war are unavoidable, and victory is 
the reward of the side that makes the fewer mistakes, 
proclaimed Napoleon. Of course the world conflict with 
its years of interrupted fighting over immense fronts, 
with its far-reaching revolution in armament and tactics, 
has afforded unprecedented opportunities for blunder 
making, and when it is remembered that things never 
work quite so smoothly between allies as between dif- 
ferent groups of the same army, it is obvious that we 
are entering an era of endless recriminations that will 
have at least one useful side, viz., to throw light on 
obscure phases of the campaign. 

Although the 1914-18 war will form the piece de re 
sistance in the studies of the Ecole Superieure, it is 
clearly realized here that the whole of military annals 
have lost none of their capital interest to military stue 
dents, and that both Joffre and Foch have won mainly 
because they applied the eternal principles of war, while 
in their overconfidence German leaders ignored them. 
For instance, in bringing his “ligne de résistance” so 
far back in the rear as the Marne river (September, 
1914) a withdrawal criticized as unnecessary, Joffre 
conformed with Napoleon’s well known precept: “C'est 
un principe qui n’admet pas d’exception que toute 
jonction de corps d’armée doit s’opérer en arriére et 
loin de lennemi.” Had Joffre attempted to stem the 
German tide in successively hurling reinforcements into 
the furnace, he would have squandered his resources, 
probably in vain; whereas on Sept. 4 he presented to 
the enemy a compact and well articulated front, so dis- 
posed that any threatened point could be promptly res 
cued by means of adequate railway transportation near 
at hand, and he was able to successfully apply another 
of Napoleon’s rules of war: “Tourner ou déborder une 
aile ennemie, sans séparer sa propre armée.” It was that 
superior strategy that won the first part of the war, and 
it is the merit of Joffre to have understood these eternal 
principles of war which history teaches us have never 
been disregarded without entailing disaster. 

General Debeney means to form true chiefs, imbued 
with the spirit of offensive 1 outrance, with souple open 
minds, adaptable to the ever changing circumstances, 
“vigoureux, avides de responsabilités et d’entreprises 
audacieuses, possédant et inspirant A tous la résolution, 
l’énergie d’aller jusqu’au bout” (Marshal Foch). In 
a recent interview, the new head of the Ecole Superieure 
de Guerre made the following interesting declarations 
that show spirit of progress and effic..ncy to be in reality 
synonymous terms. Victory has gone to the side that 
has known best how to adapt his tactics and matériel 
to the new conditions of war. At the outset Germany 
enjoyed an enormous advance in heavy guns, machine 
guns and siege warfare implements, but she failed to 
keep pace with progress. The French got a superior 
utilization from their heavy ordnance, understood first 
what could be expected from “chars d’assaut,” or tanks, 
from ,bombing aviation in action, from the close ¢0- 
operation of all arms, and especially from the hearty co- 
operation of officers and privates, this ever “le grand

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PRACTICAL ARMY PUBLIGITY. 

The announcement made by General March on June 
21 that he intended discontinuing his practice of giv- 
interview to the Washington correspondents 
every week, as noted last week, is a decision to be 
regretted. It is doubtful if there ever was a single 
agency which gained so much legitimaie publicity for 
the Army as these weekly meetings of the Chief of Staff 
and the correspondents, since for almost the entire 
period of their existence General March’s announce- 
ments appeared on the front page of practically every 
Saturday afternoon newspaper in the United States 
and in the same place in the following Sunday morn- 
ing issues. General March’s crisp, military style in 
making the statements aided their effectiveness, although, 
of course, it was the impressiveness of his facts that 
primarily made what he said such good “news.” ~ The 
personal impression left on the public by General March 
also was of great importance in making the Army more 
attractive to the people, for there was never any hesi- 
tation in his replies to questions asked him, and they 
represented the desire for information for people in all 
parts of the country; nor did he ever permit himself to 
be misquoted, promptly correcting anything of that kind 
which occurred whether in the newspapers or in Con- 
gress. : 

While it might be too much to ask of the Chief of 
* Staff himself to resume this custom, it would be an ex- 
cellent thing for the Army as a whole if some officer of 
*the General Staff could be assigned to this duty. One 
of the natural.outcomes of the signing of the’ peace 
treaty by Germany will be to make “little Army” advo- 
cates believe that their day has come again and they 
will seek to arouse sentiment in favor of reducing our 
Army to its pre-war strength if not less. To offset this 
possible reaction the Service needs the best possible pub- 
licity agencies working all the time. It is doing this 
now through its recruiting campaign, for one thing, in 
& manner never accomplished before. “The modern 
Army and its equipment is evidently proving very at- 
tractive to the people,’ writes Col. James Totten, on 
recruiting duty in The Adjutant General's Office. 
“Aside from the actual recruits secured much good-will 
accrues to the Service from the agreeable contact estab- 
lished between the Army and the people.” One thing 
that helps to make the “modern Army” attractive is the 
Picturesque variety of its equipment. A recruiting party 
started on a tour within the past fortnight with three 
Liberty trucks, one passenger car, a motorized 47-mm. 
gun, two Vickers and one Lewis machine guns, a coop 
of carrier pigeons, a wireless outfit and the usual In- 
fantry equipment. Comparing the variety and pictur- 
esqueness of this recruiting outfit with the limited equip- 
Ment of the days before 1917 it is apparent why the 
people are more interested in the Army than they used 
to be. But the point not to be overlooked is that it- is 
the Army itself that is effecting this laudable and ad- 
Mirable rapprochement between the Service and the 
People. 

Another very effective means of advertising the. Army 
is in the practical exhibitions of flying given by the offi- 
ters and men of the Air Service of the Army in con- 
nection with the recruiting service. The mere flying 
an airplane from one place to another no longer carries 
any particular plea for a flying machine's effectiveness, 
But when people learn that an Army plane manned by 


ing an 


Army fliers flew from Mineola, Long Island, to Albany, 
N.Y., and back in two hours and fifteen minutes for 
the purpose of carrying spare parts to repair a dam- 
aged plane they become conyinced that Army aviation 
is a thing worth while, that it is of use in peace as 
well a8 war; and therefore they become of a mind to 
encourage it. On this same tour a machine broke down 
at Milwaukee and another flew to Chicago and back to 
get a spare part in an hour and fifteen minutes. This 
flying recruiting trip was a very remarkable advertis- 
ing affair for the Army, since the 3,276 miles from 
Dallas, Texas, to Boston, Mass., was covered in a trifle 
under thirty-five hours actual flying time without any 
plan for making speed. 

But such incidents are in a sense isolated and spo- 
radic. Gathered up and described by an officer attached 
to the General Staff weekly to the Washington cor- 
respondents they would acquire cumulative force as in 
the case of General March’s weekly statements. ‘The 
Army needs publicity just now more than ever. to off- 
set the reaction likely to follow the signing of the peace 
treaty. And there is no better method of gaining the 
best kind of practical publicity than to keep telling the 
people of the United States every week what the Army 
is doing. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE REPORTS FOR PROMOTION. 
That current discussion of the purpose of the War 
Department to adopt a selective system for promotion 
in the Army has made an impress on the officers of the 
Navy is apparent by the frequency of the suggestions 
made by Navy officers with the purpose of improving the 
system as it affects them. One officer at the Navy De- 
partment, keenly alive to the human element in the 
process of selecting officers for promotion, has even gone 
so far as to suggest for the consideration of the depart- 
ment the form of a questionnaire for the determination 
of fitness. This questionnaire for commanding officers is 
original in this, it abates the unfavorable and empha- 
sizes the favorable qualities of the officer reported upoa. 
Commenting upon the ends to be attained by such a 
method, the originator of the questionnaire said: 

“Some commanding officers unhesitatingly report on 
the skill, judgment, military bearing, temperament and 
conduct of an officer, while other commanders feel them- 
selves incompetent to pronounce on special qualifica- 
tions. The latter consult with the exeeutive officer, or 
even with the subject of the report, and perhaps incline 
to esteem his professional skill if they like the man, and 
vice versa. To-day promotions are being made on merit, 
and as the determination of this merit rests largely upon 
reports of;fitmess these reports assume paramount im- 
portance. In consequence an effort should be made to 
devise a questionnaire for commanding officers that 
should be specific, detailed and definite and of a con- 
structive rather than a destructive character, for filing 
at the Navy Department. 

“We are all aware of the difficulty we ourselves ex- 
perience in making out an unfavorable report on an offi- 
cer whom we personally like, with whom our social re- 
lations are pleasant, whose family may be united with 
our own by bonds of friendship or esteem. Unfavorable 
reports must be referred to the person criticised, and 
this, we all know, tends, to the ‘damning with faint 
praise,’ on paper, when the word spoken in confidence 
would have a very different ring. It is manifestly an 
injustice to others, to the men who later may be can- 
didates for promotion on merit at the same time as the 
man whom we hesitate to report unfayorably, to let his 
faults go unmentioned. And yet such omissions are con- 
stantly made through kindheartedness (to the one as 
compared to many), through dislike of possible ill-feel- 
ing engendered, or enmity, or timidity. It would seem 
therefore that the surest method of securing correct data 
would be to have a special fitness report calling only for 
favorable comment when it can consistently be made. 
By the use of such a form men of real ability would 
gradually acquire to their credit a considerable volume 
of definite, specific commendations. Those of little 
ability, on the other hand, would have a relatively mea- 
ger record. And each type of record would become in- 
creasingly significant with the length of each officer’s 
service. 

“Such a method of measuring fitness would be con- 
structive in a marked degree. I am also opposed to the 
use of figures to grade merit because persons differ so 
in their method that a percentage scale is usually inac- 
curate and hence undesirable. For example, if the high- 
est mark is 4, some men will never give this because 
they consider that it means perfect, and they esteem no 
man perfect.* Others take it to mean such. excellence 
as it is in the power of human beings to attain, and so 
assign it liberally. Again, marking by figures is objec- 
tionable because all men getting a 3 or 3.5, though the 
marks are given by the same senior, are not necessarily 
of equal ability or value, and yet they would have to be 
so judged by a reviewer. 

“It is certain that every officer in the Navy has some 
good feature, though in all other respects“he may be 
average or below the average. The object of the ques- 
tionnaire would be te determine the salient good quality 
of the officer reported on. Thus conspicuous merit and 
ability would be brought to the notice of the boards of 
selection, and it would facilitate their work because the 
blank report would mean the officer reported on was not 
above the average, and the reports of unusual or marked 
ability, and of special meritorious acts or duties per- 
formed, would be positive and constructive. It is a rec- 





ognized truism that it is better to be in a position to 
forecast, in even a limited degree, an officer’s adapta- 
bility to a given assignment than to be compelled to 
learn his limitations later through his failure to meet 
the requirements of a responsible position. To make 
promotion by selection as nearly just as its human ele- 
ment will allow it to be made, I submit that the special 
fitness report calling for only favorable data is a step 
in the right direction.” 
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VOCATIONAL TRAINING OF THE ARMY. 

The War Department is making a survey to determine 
what equipment will be needed for the vocational train- 
ing of the Army under the General Staff plan for 
carrying out the provisions of Sec. 27 of the National 
Defense Act for the education of the Army made possi- 
ble by the appropriation authorized for this purpose in 
the Army Appropriation Act just out of conference. 
The computations were originally based on the training 
of one-half of the entire enlisted personnel of the Army, 
which it was estimated would cost approximately $50 
per year per man. It was later decided that on a basis 
of an Army of 500,000 training should be provided for 
400,000, one third each year, involving expenditures 
amounting to approximately $6,500,000 per annum. 
This was the amount asked by the War Department 
for vocational training. Definite schedules of training 
and education have not been worked out yet, and it is 
not expected that they will be until the peace-time 
Army is finally organized. It is apparent, however, 
that the term “vocational training” is liable to be mis- 
leading, as the general plans call for training that em- 
braces more than is generally included in the category 
of vocational instruction. The plans call, roughly, for 
education along practically any line that might increase 
the efficiency of the soldier in the Army or on his re- 
turn to civil life. Under this system it will be possi- 
ble to utilize the soldier’s time when he is not engaged 
in military duties by giving him instruction either in 
the trades or in semi-professional activities. Indica- 
tions are that it will be the Army’s plan to give the 
mechanic and the trade student an insigot into the eco- 
nomics and history of his trade which he might not be 
able to get outside the Army. The training called for 
under the dppropriation allowed by Congress: for voca- 
tional training will not include the instruction of tech- 
nical specialists by the various corps and depa: :ments 
of the Army. The branches such as the Air Service and 
Motor Transport Corps will continue to turn out their 
necessary trained mechanics ‘and experts and the Medi- 
cal Corps will educate enlisted men to handle the equip- 
ment used in the Medical Service. The same will be 
true of all specialized branches of the Army. ° The 
fund for vocational training will be for general pur- 
poses, primarily for the training of troops in large 
camps who do not otherwise fall into a class of enlisted 
men who receive special educational advantages by vir- 
tue of their assignment in the Army. 
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C.A.C. Activiry at Camp Eustis RANGE. 

The use of railway and tractor equipment with Coast 
Artillery matériel will necessitate the development of ar- 
tillery ranges of larger dimensions than any in use be- 
fore the war. It is the plan of the Coast Artillery 
Corps to fire guns and howitzers of all sizes in use as 
mobile artillery on land ranges. This will necessitate 
the acquisition by the corps of additional camp sites 
where such practice firing can be carried on. At the 
present time Camp Eustis, Va.,; situated on Mulberry 
Island in the James river, is the only Coast Artillery 
land range, but it will be only one of several which are 
planned for the Army. The range at Camp Eustis is 
complete in every detail, including observation ‘towers, 
telephonic connections and equipment for handling ma- 
tériel for practically all caliber guns. The Ordnance De- 
partment is shipping to the Virginia range guns and 
mortars which were designed for overseas work. These 
include seven- and eight-inch guns and twelve-inch mor- 
tars, all on railway mounts. The 30th Brigade, C.A.C., 
which has recently returned from France, has been as- 
signed to duty at Camp Eustis under the command of 
Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A. This brigade has 
been designated for service with railway mounts alone, 
as the first move under the plans of the Coast Artillery 
Corps to put into use in this: country the lessons learned 
during the war with respect to mobile heavy artillery. 
The equipment at Camp Eustis for the use of the 30th 
Brigade includes two ranges, one of 10,000 and the other 
of 20,000 yards. The smaller one is for the seven- and 
eight-inch guns and the larger for the twelve-inch 
mortars. 
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Tue Sam Browne BELT.

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sERIAL Sporrine IN Coast DEFENSE. 

Army aerial observers, under the direction of Lieut. 
Paul K. Yost, officer in charge of observation work for 
. the Air Service, are carrying on extensive experiments 
in co-operation with Coast Artillery defenses. For sev- 
eral weeks Lieutenant Yost has been engaged in opera- 
tions at Sandy Hook, N.J., in p-oparation for experi- 
menting with the proper means f>r spotting artillery 
fire from the air when operating too far from land to 
make use of land marks as aiming or reference points. 
While the Air Service has worked out a comprehensive 
and successful system for the co-operation of the ob- 
gorver with both Field and Coast Artillery operating on 
land, the experiments now being carried on are the first 
step in co-ordinating the work of the observer with the 
coast defense batteries in work over the water. It is 
expected that by the use of goniometry it will be possi- 
ble for the airplane to satisfactorily identify the target 
for the battery by means of wireless messages. Methods 
now being worked out are for the puropse of standard- 
izing means whereby range spotting can be practised 
without it being necessary for the observer to continue 
to hold his position directly over the target. Lieutenant 
Yost has spent practically all of his time during the last 
month ‘on this werk, and it is expected that his experi- 
ments will continue until the Army has as satisfactory 
a method of co-operating with the Coast Artillery ever 
the water as it now has in land work. Recent work in 
aerial spotting is described in a dispatch on June 25 
from Hazelhurst Field, Mineola, by the Air Service, 
which tells of the successful use of airplames in the di- 
rection of long range artillery fire from Fort Hancock, 
N.J. The despatch follows: “Lieut. Clyde C. Finter, 
pilot, and Lieut. Robert H. Stell, radio officer, im a 
Curtiss H plane, aid Lieat. B. J. Cooper, pilot, with 
Lieut. Rebert H. Best, radio officer, in a Curtiss H, 
directed 12-inch gun fire on a target 26,000 yards out at 
sea from Fort Hancock. The firing began at 1:40 p.m., 
and lasted one hour and fifty minutes. ‘The planes flew 
at an altitude of 4,000 feet. Observation very good. 
Thirteen shots were fired. The first shot fell two miles 
from the target. Later shots bracketed the target at 
150 yards. If the target had been the size of a battleship 
it would have been completely destroyed. Lieut. Eugene 
H. Barksdale, pilet, and Lieut. Clare S. Young, ob- 
server, in a De Haviland, flew 16,000 feet above the 
target to make a report on the visibility of the shots. 
Visibility was excellent.” 
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GOVERNMENT Price Frxine Surr. 

Secretary Daniels, in conference on June 21 with At- 
torney General Palmer, asked that the entire machin- 
ery of the Department of Justice be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Navy Department in defending the suit 
brought against the Government by the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company. The amount involved is 
$2,000,000 and a legal point of tremendous importance 
to the Government is at stake. The suit is the result of 
the price fixing system in use by the Navy and other 
government departments during the war. The Atlan- 
tic Refining Company seeks to recover $2,200,000, rep- 
resenting the difference between the prices paid by the 
Navy as tentative prices during the war for gasoline, 
fuel oil and similar commodities and the so-called “cur- 
rent market prices” in Philadelphia during the war 
period. The Navy has tendered the refining company 
about $600,000 more than it has already received in the 
form of partial payments, the amount offered being in 
accordance with a scale of prices tixed by Navy De- 
partment officials after a study by the Federal Trade 
Commission of the cost of production. Navy Depart- 
ment officials say that, with but one exception, the At- 
lantiec Refining Company is the only company which 
furnished the Navy with fuel oil during the war which 
now refuses to accept the Navy's scale prices. The 
position of the Navy Department is that the price fixed 
is a fair one considering cost of production and allow- 
ing a fair margin of profit. If the complainant com- 
pany be successful in its suit, the Government will be 
confronted with the question of whether or not the 
companies which have already accepted payment on the 
basis of the Navy's prices are not entitled to additional 
payments. The suit is now in the District Court at 
Philadelphia and will come to trial soon. The Navy 
Department will fight out a motion, already entered, to 
have jurisdiction established in the Court of Claims in- 
stead of the U.S. District Court in Philadelphia.

Missionary Work ror Former OFrricesrs.

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Om ror Pactric Fleet COMMANDEERED. 

Secretary Daniels disclosed on June 30 that he had 
commandeered fuel oil and gasoline required by vessels 
assigned for service in the Pacific Fleet. The Secretary 
said that action was imperative @r there would neces- 
sarily have been a change of plans with respect to the 
organization of the Pacific Fleet. Efforts made to obtain 
the fuel under contract had proved =nsatisfactory, both 
as to the kind of oil offered and the price at which the 
trade was willing to furnish even low grade oil, a grade 
totally unsuited to modern warships. Only one bid was 
received for gasoline and this did not offer a firm quo- 
tation. The West coast bids for the lower grade oil 
were almost double the lowest bid received and accepted 
for Navy specification oil on the East coast, said the 
Secretary. For fuel to be supplied in the immediate 





vicinity of the large terminals and storages on the West 
coast the oil suppliers demanded a higher price than 
that to be paid under contract for North Atlantic deliv- 
eries, notwithstanding transportation expense involved 
in the latter case through shipment hav'ng to be made 


more than” 


from Gulf ports. Secretary Daniels stated that the bid 
price Jor fuel oil at San Francisco was $1.63 a barrel as 
against eighty-three cents at Port Arthur and $1.49 at 
New York. Reports show that the quantity of crude oil 
in storage on the West coast is about 35,000,000 barrels, 


or 2, barrels in excess of the quantity on hand 
at this time last year. The requisitioning orders placed 


with West coast suppliers provide for am advance or 
partial payment based on eighty-six cents a barrel at 
San Francisco and San Pedro, with the understanding 
that fixed prices will be named upon the completion of 
investigatiens with respect to what would constitute 
just compemsation for the supplies commandeered. 





CONCENTEAG®@ON OF AgmMy X-Ray Work. 

Training 7 officers and enlisted men of the Medical 
Corps in Army X-ray work will soon be concentrated at 
the Army Medica! School in Washington unger the sec- 
tion of rvextgenology of the Office of the Surgeon Cien- 
eral. Lieut. Col. Henry C. Pillsbury, Med. Corps, upon 
completion ef special training he is now receiving in 
X-ray work, will be appointed professor of roentgenology 
at the scheol. ‘There are at the present time ten offi- 
cers at the Army Medical School who are being in- 
strueted in this special field, and another class of eigh- 
teen will begia a course on July 1, to cover a period of 
three monihs. Upon graduation, these officers will be 
eligible for assignment to duty in charge of X-ray work 
in any military hospital. They will replace officers who 
hold temporary commissions. The Medical School is 
now equipped with the latest types of apparatus, sent 
in from camps throughout the United States. A scpa- 
rate braneh will be established at the school for the 
training of enlisted men of the Regular Army in X-ray 
laboratory work. It will be opened within a short time 
with a class of men who have enlisted for a term of 
three years for this especial work. They will be trained 
as X-ray assistants for dark room work and the care, 
repair and installation of equipment, the operation of 
bedside portable X-ray and the operation of the U.S. 
Army ambulance X-ray. 








Navy SatvacGes Hawxkern’s AIRPLANE. 

Secretary Daniels bas made public a letter from 
Lieut. Comdr. A. C: Wilvers, U.S.N.R.F., master of the 
S.S. Lake Charlottesville, giving his official report of 
the finding of the Sopwith airplane with which Harry 
Hawker, the aviator, and Lieut. Comdr. Mackenzie 
Grieve, of the British Navy, made their unsuccessful 
attempt to fly across the Atlantic. The airplane was 
found on May 23 while in latitude 49-40° north, longi- 
tude 29-04° west, abandoned and drifting in the sea. 
The second officer reported something on the starboard 
bow which he could not quit make out. Commander 
Wilvers headed his ship-for the object, thinking it was a 
shipwrecked crew in a lifeboat, but soon discovered it 
was the Sopwith plane. Owing to the condition of the 
wind and sea it was difficult to pick it up, but the third 
attempt landed the machine on deck. It was floating in 
the sea tail up, and on top of the tail was a white shirt 
tied as a signal of distress. Near the top of the plane 
was lashed a brown mail bag which was marked “New- 
foundiand, G.P.O.” It contained mail mostly addressed 
to prominent British peers, the royal family, and also 
one addressed to His Majesty the King. The mail was 
very much water-soaked and otherwise damaged, but 
will be turned over to the authorities in due time.

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Tue GERMAN FLEET. 

Commenting on the disposal of the German high seas 
fleet, before the matter had been settled by the sinking 
of the vessels by their German crews, an officer of 


our Navy wrote: “We hear a great deal of talk 
regarding sinking the surrendered German ships, but 
very little or no discussion regardimg putting them to 
useful purposes, and none as far as I have been able to 
read about our getting our share of them. How about 
the German light cruisers? Ass everyone knows, our 
Navy is deplorably short of light cruisers. Why should 
not we take the German light cruisers, all of which are 
ultra-modern, built during the war, and when rearmed 
with American guns would prove highly serviceable 
craft? True, they are coal burning, but that is as much 
of an advantage as a disadvantage for us, as they can 
be used during peace time for the necessary patrol ser- 
vice in the Caribbean, along the Central American coasts 
and in the Orient.” The potential value of the German 
naval vessels here pointed out is another indication that 
public opinion in this country may have been too ready 
to regard the destruction of the fleet as an undoubted 
act of treachery, but one that involved little real loss 
to us.

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TABLES OF ALLOWANCE, MEpIcAL DEPARTMENT. 
Tables of allowances of Medical Department person- 
nel for duty at camps and cantonments have been issued 


by the Surgeon General of the Army. 
tentative ang subject to future modifications. They in- 
clude all Medical Department personnel except the camp 
surgeon, and such personnel as may be engaged on de- 
mobilization work. When a number of camp hospitals, 
some of which have temporarily been base and general 
hospitals, return to their former status as camp hos- 
pitals, the personnei and bed capacity will be reduced in 
accordance with the tables. Hospitals are also to make 
recommendations for the disposition of commissioned, 
enlisted, and Army Nurse Corps personnel, rendered 
surplus by this reduction. The personnel ‘authorized by 
the Tables of Organization vary according to the 
strength of the command. For 3,000 men, the number 
is 77; for 5,000 men, the number is 124; for 7,000 men, 
the number is 150; for 8,000 men, the number is 164; 
for 10,000 men, the number is 181; for 12,000 men, the 
number is+197; for 14,000 men, the number is 213; for 
15,000 men, the number is 227; and for 16,000 men, the 
number is 248. 
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PAY FoR UNLAWFUL CONFINEMENT IN PRISON. 

‘The Judge Advocate General of the Army, in an opin- 
ion published this week, rules that a soldier unlawfully 
confined as the resnlt «f a ecsurt-martial sentence, sub- 
sequently disapproved, is entitled to pay while in con- 
finement. The case involved Sergt. Henry Hagemeister, 
U.S.A., who was tried at Camp Mills, P.1L., for viola- 
tion of the 96th Article of War. MHagemeister was 
convicted and sentenced to dishonorable discharge and 
three years’ confinement at Alcatraz Island. After 
spending seven months at the disciplinary barracks he 
was ordered freed folkewimg en opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General that ke Lad been unlawfully con-

victed. The soldier then made application for back pay 
from May 1, 1918, to Dec. 4, 1918. The Judge Adyo- 
cate General ruled that inasmuch as Sergeant Hage- 
meister’s sentence had. been declared null and void he 
had never been out of the Service, and that he was 
therefore entitled to back pay during the period of his 
confinement.

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RepuctTion or Army Hospirat Parients. 

From May 31 to June 21, the number of patients in 
Army hospitals decreased from 50,387 to 42,648, accord- 
ing to latest figures compiled by the Surgeon General. 
On June 21, there were 21,261 vacant beds in hospitals. 
The total bed capacity was reduced from 76,920 to 
63,909. Hospitals at camps and cantenments are being 
materially reduced in size and caring for the sick of 
their respective commands only. It will be possible to 
close quite a number of hospitals within the next few 
months, due to the successful treatment and discharge 
of a great portion of the overseas cases. Approximate 
dates for closing various hospitals follow: Philedelphia, 
Pa., July 1; Pittsburgh, Pa. and East View. N_Y., 
July 15; Cape May, N.J., July 20; Fort Ontarie, N.Y., 
Fort Douglas, Ariz. Fort Snelling, Minn., avd 1% te.it, 
Mich., Aug. 1; New Haven, Conn., Sept. 1. 








Discwarce or B.O.T.C. Men. 

Instructions are being issued to al] department com 
manders providing that enlisted men on duty with Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps units, who enlisted for 
the emergency under provision of the Act of May 18. 
1917, will be discharged by July 10, 1919. Men ordered 
to training camps to be held this summer are excepted, 
and will be discharged upon completion of their work 
at the camps. Enlisted men discharged under these in- 
structions and others eligible for re-enlistment may re- 
enlist for periods of one to three years, in which eyent 
warrants may be coniinued providing re-enlistment is 
made on the day following discharge.

50,000 Travet Pay CLamms Pam. 

The Zone Finance Officer has paid to date nearly 
50,000 claims for additional travel pay at the rate of 
one and one-half cents per mile from place of discharge 
to place of entering the Service. Applications for this 
additional pay, provided for by the Act of Congress ap- 
proved Feb. 28, 1919, are being received at the rate of 
800 to 1.500 a day. They are being paid as rapidly as 
they are received in the office. The average payment on 
the claims for back travel pay is approximately $7. 
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OFFICERS IN CLASS 3 BY GRADES. 

According to a statement of the Personnel Branch of 
the General Staff, there were on June 26 15,615 officers 
in Class 3, those who desire commissions in the Regular 
Army. The grades in which this great.reservoir of offi- 
cer material are divided follow: Colonels, 11; lieutenant 
colonels, 137; majors, 1,328; captain, 3,656; first lieu- 
tenants, 4,836; second lieutenants, 5,647. The statistics 
have. not been issued as to the percentage of these officers 
in the arms, departments or corps of the Service. 





First Victory MEDAL TO PRESIDENT. 

The Director of Purchase and Storage has been ad- 
vised by the War Department that the first Victory 
Medal is to be issued to the President of the United 
States, the second to the Secretary of War. 
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U.S. ARMY RESOURCES IN AIRPLANES. 

Following the statement by Major Gen. Charles T. 
Menoher and Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, U.S.A., be- 
fore the Senate committee to the effect that the United 
States is practically without air squadron organizations 
and without any available fighting planes, the Air Ser- 
vice has prepared a detailed account of the service plane 
resources of the Army, with a corresponding table of the 
number of squadrons which could be equipped with the 
material on hand. The statement of the two Air Service 
oficers that the United States was no better off with 
regard to fighting equipment in the air than it Was at 
the time of the first punitive expedition into Mexico 
caused considerable comment by members of the~ com- 
mittee, who were anxious to know exactly what stock 
of machines the Government now has on hand. 
fact that the Government had suspended all contracts for 
the construction -of pursuit planes early in the war had 
apparently been overlooked,.as it Came as a surprise to 
the Senators to learn that there was not a single Ameri- 
ean-built pursuit plane in the country. It is evident, 
however, from the figures prepared by the Air Service, 
that the situation is not now so bad as suggested to the 
committee. Twenty-seven Spad pursuit planes have 
been shipped to this country out of the equipment pur- 
chased abroad, and these are sufficient to equip a. service 
squadron in case of an emergency. In addition to these 
the Army is well supplied with observation and day 
bombing planes, there being on hand a total of 2,083 De 
Havilands, more than 1,000 of which are already 
equipped with Liberty motors. 

The Air Service statement compares the present re- 
sources with those of March 1, 1916, pointing out that 
at the earlier date the total_ quipment consisted of thir- 
teen airplanes, four hyro-airplanes, and one flying boat. 
On March 19, 1916, the first aero squadron went into 
Mexico with eight Curtiss JN-3 planes, a type now in- 
ferior to the primary training plane. After they were 
there two months, four more airplanes were shipped to 
them. At the present time there are on hand~in the 
United States 1,240 battleplanes in serviceable condi- 
tion, enough to equip approximately fifty squadrons. Be- 
sides these there are in storage 862 battleplanes that 
could be put in commission almost immediately. The 
advanced training plane of the type now used for forest 
patrol could, if necessary, be used as an observation 
plane. Of these there are 653 in commission at the 
fields and 156 in storage. A total of fifty-two squadrons 
of training’ planes could be assembled. The yesources of 
the Air Service in planes are as follows:

The resources of the Air Service include 1,394 flying 
officers now in the United States. This number includes 
all flying officers whether on flying status or not. 

Information as to the number of planes available in 
the Southern Department, also furnished by the Air 
Service, shows that there are 788 planes classed as active 
and 878 obsolescent at the fields of the Southern De- 
partment. The 788 would be available for immediate 
use, including 401 DH-4’s. This information, however, 
is not an accurate indication of strength immediately 
available, due to the fact that while there are sufficient 
planes and pilots there is a lack of enlisted personnel to 
take care of them without transfer from other branches 
of the Service. There are now on duty about seventy- 
three men with a squadron of ten planes, and two or 
three other squadrons are being organized at various 
points in the Southern Department, according to the Air 
Service statement. 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Continuous-Service Pay. 


A retired enlisted man who has been called into active 
service as such, or who has entered active service by 
accepting a commission; in computing his monthly pay 
for his active service on and after (but not prior to) 
May 18, 1917, is entitled to count the time of his ser- 
vice on active detail after retirement (as well as his 
active service before retirement since date of last re- 
enlistment before retirement) as service for continuous- 
service pay. In the event of discharge from the Federal 
service of a National,Guardsman and his re-enlistment 


in the Regular Army proper (the permanent Military 
Establishment which is maintained both in peace and 
war, according to law) the only credit that can law- 
fully be given for prior National Guard service in de- 
termining his present enlistment period is actual Fed- 
eral service. A National Guardsman in the Federal 
srvice or a selective draftee or other soldier enlisted 
alter Oet. 31, 1916, for the period of the present emer- 
geney, for his first enlistment service, is~ not entitled 
upon re-enlisting in the Regular Army under the Act 
of Keb. 28, 1919 (following his honorable discharge 
from his emergency enlistment) to sccond enlistment 
pay, until after he shall have completed three years of 
actual service counting from date of emergency enlist- 
ment. After the three years shall have been completed 
and he enters upon his fourth year of service, if the 
laws applicable remain unchanged, he will be entitled 
to pay as of the second enlistment period, and to three 
months’ extra pay at the rate of pay due him at time 
of the end of the three years. ~ 
“Government Fransportation” in Open Boat. 

An officer of the Navy who is detailed to take a ship’s 
beat from one station to another involving more than 
one day’s voyage is not entitled to mileage for the travel 
performed since “Government transportation has been 
furnished” him. In the instant case the officer was as- 
igned to take a 50-foot steamer of the U.S.S. Pennsyl- 
Vania from New York to Norfolk by the inside-passage. 
In asking for a revision of the action of the Auditor in 
disallowing the elaim for travel expenses the officer 
Points 6ut that “said boat on which he performed the 
travel at the time was not provided with any cooking 
appliances or sleeping accommodations” and that “a 
large part of the expense involved was paid out for 
lodging, labor and fuel expended in preparation of food, 
which items are ordinarily furnished when traveling by 
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Government conveyance.” The Comptroller maintains, 
however, that “it is clear that appellant traveled by Gov- 
ernment transportation, which fact precludes any legal 
right to mileage.” 


Foreign Travel Allowance. 
_ If the actual bona fide home or residence of an en- 
listed man of the U.S. Army who is discharged from the 
Service is in the interior of a foreign country he is en- 
titled, under the statute, in addition to the allowance 
for the necessary travel in the United States, to be fur- 
nished transportation ‘and subsistence for the sea travel 
involved and five cents per mile from the nearest port 
in the foreign country to his home or residence therein.

GERMAN CIVILIANS PUNISHED BY ARMY. 


Sentences imposed on German civilians by a military 
commission sitting at Coblenz were approved by Lieut. 
Gen. Hunter Liggett, commandding general of the Army 
of Occupation, on June 26. Two of these affected Jul- 
ius Mayer and Hugo Oehler, managers of a German 
steel works near Prum, within the occupied area, who 
were convicted on charges of failing to deliver to the 
American forces 300,000 shells and shell forgings. They 
were sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and fined 
10,000 marks each. Captain Bachhauser, assigned by 
the German army to duty in Coblenz, was fined 1,000 
marks on the same day for refusing to salute an Ameri- 
can lieutenant. George Sauerborn, editor of the Mon- 
taubaur Kreisblatt, convicted on the charge of having 
published false statements regarding the American 
troops, has been fined 1,000 marks and sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment. The jail sentence was 
suspended. 





Germans and the Salute. 

In a reply in the House of Commons recently by the 
Secretary of State for War to the question put by Colo- 
nel Wedgwood as to whether Germans in the territory 
occupied by British troops had to take off their hats on 
meeting British officers in the streets, the Secretary of 
State said that “when Germans speak to British officers 
they are required to take off their hats, and he saw no 
reason that the practice should be discontinued on the 
signing of peace. It is one of the military tegulations 
appropriate to the period of occupation, much less severe 
than the Germans are accustomed to impose in territory 
occupied by them. “He knew,” he said, “that it is very 
foreign to the British nation to take harsh advantage of 
its position, but it must.be considered that an army of 
occupattew in an enemy country is entitled to certain 
definite acts of submission from the inhabitants.’ He 
was not prepared to say that the British army should be 
deprived of this recognition, “and he was sure that Brit- 
ish officers were not likely to err on the side of undue 
severity.” “We know our German,” says the United 
Service Gazette of London in referring to this. “He 
knows that he has been beaten, and beaten soundly, in 
spite of his posing as unconquered. But he yet shows 
arrogance and declines to submit to the inevitable. He 
must be forced to submit. He must be made to recog- 
nize that the troops of the Allied Powers occupying his 
territory are his conquerors. The signs of submission 
must be exacted.” 
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MOTOR TRANSPORT WORK IN FRANCE. 
French Decoration for Col.*Brainard Taylor. 


Col. Brainard Taylor, Motor Transport Corps, U.S.A., 
now motor transport officer of the Eastern Department, 
has recently received through The Adjutant General of 
the Army the decoration of the Republic of France as 
“Officier de la Legion d’'HonneuY™™ transmitted by that 
government through the military attaché of its Embassy 
at Washington, as noted last week in our Governors 
Island letter. The bestowal of this decoration upon 
an officer of the Army of another nation is of extreme 
rarity, and it evinces national recognition of marked, 
brilliant and extraordinary accomplishments. Colonel 
Taylor’s services have also received the highest com- 
mendation and recognition at the hands of the com- 
manding general of the A.B.F., a special citation having 
been issued in his case. His duty in France cévered a 
period of one year—December, 1917, to January, 1919. 
He was motor transport officer on the staff of Brig. 
Gen. W. R. Sample, U.S.A., commanding the advance 
section service supply, and during the year organized 
the Motor Transport Service of that section. 3 

Colonel Taylor’s corps served in all sectors’ and was 
actively engaged in all American actions, at many of 
which be was. present, including St. Mihiel and the 
Argonne-Meuse. He also served With the Army of Ger- 
man Occupation at Cobenz on the Rhine during De- 
eember, 1918. In addition to adequately serving the 
American needs, Colonel ‘Taylor’s trucks joined long 
lines of camions which moved only at night and without 
lights, in two Jong opposite-moving lines over the. fa- 
mous Route Sacre, over which more men have marched 
to death during the four years in which the Allies 
poured men into Verdun than have gone to their doom 
down any road since the world began. They delivered 
ammunition to French batteries of 75s at Chateau- 
Thierry, and tushed the Marines- up to the Belleau 
Woods through gas attacks and under heavy shell fire. 
They picked up all clements of combat and rushed them 
‘rom one point to another, covering in such movements 
unprecedented distances. Following St. Mihiel, these 
trucks helped move 300,000 fully equipped men up into 
the Argonne Forest, and on one occasion 120,000 men 
were moved in“one night for a surprise attack against 
the Germans. ‘The foregoing covers but a brief out- 
line of activities under guidance and control of Colonel 
Taylor. Without special preparation for the duties, he 
entered a field which lacked facilities, material for 
functioning, and previous practical experience. To add 
to the perplexity of the problem, supplies and necessary 
tools for automotive work were unobtainable, except 
those forwarded from the United States over long lines 
of communication, with shipping space made subordi- 
nate to the movement of troops, both across the Atlantic 
and after arrival at a French port. The automotive re- 
sources of France were strained to the breaking point 
for their own forces. Such machines as were available 
were of diversified types—upward of 100 different makes 
ef machines being in use; and the spare part problem 
called for nearly 100,000 units. The breakage of such 
nutchines 2s wee in use was enormous, the demand for 
overhaul and repairs: constant, the supplying of parts 
absolutely imperative, the personnel to be adjusted, 
placed and brought to the highest stage of efficicncr;

and over and above all loomed th undehiabte fact that 


the mobility of all three Armies in battle contact with 
the enemy must be maintained. Colonel Taylor stood, a 
dominant figure, between the fluctuating streams of sup- 
plics in his rear, and the advancing wave of operating 
machines, with their diversified activities, at the battle 
front. Operations were constant, day and night, the 
iy complaint being that the day had only twenty-four 
ours.

BATTLE CLASPS FOR VICTORY MEDAL, 


The War Department announces that the following 
changes have been made in the regulations governing 
awards of Battle Clasps of the War Service Medal, 
known as the Victory Medal, authorized in G.O. 48, 
1919, as amended: 5 


Battle clasps will be awarded for each of the major 
operations-and for occeupation of defensiye sectors. 
Only one defensive sector clasp will be awarded to any 
individual. To be eligible to receive a battle clasp the 
officer or enlisted man must have been actually present, 
under competent orders, with his organization during 
its period of engagement: Pr! 

Each officer or enlisted man serving in the 1st’ Army 
area between Aug. 30 and Nov. 11, 1918, or in the 2d 
Army area between Oct. 12 and Nov. 1%; 1918, will be 
entitled to a defensive sector clasp, irrespective of 
awards for major operations. Each officer or enlisted 
man serving in an area under French, British, Belgian 
or Italian command between April 6, 1917, and Noy. 11, 
1918, will be entitled to a defensivé sector clasp. 

_ Those present in engagements in European Russia 
since Aug. 1, 1918, or in Siberia since Aug. 15, 1918, 
will be entitled to defensive sector clasps. / 
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PRAISE FOR ARMY MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Capt. John A. Nesbitt, Chaplain, U.S.A., who was on 
duty at Base Hospital No. 53 at Langres, France, has 
written an interesting paper in regard to the Medical 
Department of the U.S. Army, in connection with the 
operations at St. Mihiel in September, 1918. Captain 
Nesbitt says that by the time the great drive started the 
officers and men of Base Hospital 53 had succeeded in 
making the wards habitable. Since their arrival early 
in Augist at their station on the low plain to the east 
of Langres they had worked early and late in order, as 
soon as possible, to be able to offer one more ready-for- 
duty hospital to the Chief Surgeon of the A.E.F., Major 
Ges. Robert I. Noble, U.S.A. The nurses of B.H. 53, 
teniporarily assigned there, were put on night duty and 
performed wonders in getting everything into shape to 
receive the first patients, who came at 4 am. on Sept. 
16, just twelve hours after the arrival of the nurses who 
were to be permanently attached to the hospital. 

Ca; tain Nesbitt descrihes the arrival of wounded and 
the care taken to provide for thé. patients received in 
ambulances by dim lantern light. He speaks of the he- 
reisin of our wounded and the skill and unremitting 
work of. the surgeons and their assistants. 
all this surgical work was,” he says, “the wounded men 
2s well as others of us who were daily in the wards were 
fascinated by it. We judged by the way the surgeons 
worked, and by what slender threads the life of the pa- 
ilent was hanging, and we can number by scores nien 
vho have gone back to the States as living testimonies 
of some splendid surgeon who was only a leuteanad in 
the Army, but deserves the rank higher than a colonel 
in civil life. 

“Across the hospital street from the surgical wards 
was the X-ray room where bullets and pieces of high 
explosives were shown imbedded in human flesh, Ad- 
joiniug it was the operating room where the surgeons 
found and removed those foreign bodies. You will not 
haye to travel far in the post-bellum days to find the 
ve&tran who has in his pocket the jagged piece of steel 
Ukey, wus taken from some part of his anatomy at a hos- 
pital in France. f 

“Our first shock of war was from the influenza and 
sueaumonia incident to the St. Mihiel drive. Our sec- 
ond was from patients gassed in action, during the first 
phuse of the Argonne fight: At that time our unit 
handled 2,600 cases and many wards were filled with 
men in the most pathetic condition imaginable.” In 
sgeaking of the wounded from Sedan received in the 
hospital on Nov. 9, Captain Nesbitt says: “The major- 
ity of these incoming patients were seasoned campaign- 
sre, & number of them-marines, who had been in the 
thick of it since the crucial Chateau-Thierry days. To 
be the recipients of such gentleness was quite subduing 
to them oa they emerged from months of the worst that 
man on earth can experience. 

“One of the brightest memories I shall have against 
the datk backgroun® of war wiil be the procession of 
2-0 patients which marched out of the hospital grounds 
on Noy. 17, 1918, on their way to the tase port. There 
was a ‘going home’ smile on every face and last in line 
wns a comical negro with a limp and a cane, but the 
churacteristie thythm was still in his gait. A little 
later patients came no longer by train, but were sent in 
by ambulances from surrounding towns and forts, where 
troops moving toward the rear were billeted. From fifty 
to seventy-five came every day. 

“Fortunately, about this time the Red Cross hut for 
the hospital center was near a to completion to be 
used ag a place of amusement and recreation. On 
‘Yhanksgiving Day we had our first program of athletic 
games and movies. The Red Cross also furnished enough 
tarkey and roast pig for all. But Christmas was still 
more festive. The wards, entered into a contest in 
Christmas decorations and, in spite of the reity of 
materials, marvelous transformations were eff . The 
lied Cross hut was decked with green and fed for the 
Christmas Eve celebration. ;A military band detailed 
to the hospital center by G.H.Q. arrived about Christ- 
mas time. Christmas packages were. given to every in- 
dividal, sick and well. ‘he nurses and officers dincd 
torether at the nurses’ mess hall and afterwards. at- 
tended a dance at the Red Cross hut. 

“My observations in a base hospital at work in France 
have convinced me that no group of professional men ih 
America has made the sacrifices in this war that the 
physicians und surgeons hare. Americans at home did 
not realize the great numbers of Medical men that were 
being sent overseas until the influenza epidemi¢ spread 
over the country. America then began to ask, “Where 
are our doctos? 

“Around stoves in officers’ barracks many a wag has 
exeneard his wit on the subject of ‘paper work’ in the 
ALF. It is the despised arm of the Service and yet a 

lurge and necessary part of all military operations. Its 
importance in a base hospital is casily indicated. Meu 
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are hurried from the battlefields through dressing sta- 
tions, field; mobile and evacuation hospitals, and little 
time can be given in these to clinical records and yet 
some record of every case is required.” 

Speaking of the Army Nurse Corps he says: “Our 
murses had the surviving spirit. Often, when at the 
point of illness, they kept at their tasks and brought 
into the ward with them the healthy-mindedness so es- 
sential among men who are critically ill. In spite of 
all the burden of hard work which rested 
upon the purses during the critical three months, they 
played an important réle in the maintenance of our 
American social standards among the officers. All 
honor to the A.N.C. of the A.E.F. The vehemence with 
which the doughboys join in the chorus, ‘I don’t want to 
get well,’ is the evidence of the undivided opinion over 
here regarding our nurses.” Captain Nesbitt praises 
the work and devotion-to duty of the enlisted personnel 
and after speaking in memory of the patients who had 
lest their lives he coneludes: “‘Let these bodies rest here 
under -the crosses. Their graves in France are the im- 
perishable testimony to all mingling peoples of the earth 
that there is a tie which binds che nations in peace 
which must not fail.”

not bee properly treated and that there is a broken 
promise. 

It is an open question among military men whether 
er not vocational and edueational training should be 
combined with military training. However, the fact re- 
mains that the people of the United States seem to he 
desirous of having this training conducted along with 
military training. In the last analysis, the Army is 
the people’s Army and what the people want the Army 


should furnish. There is no doubt in the minds of 
thousands of officers who have had experience during the 
present war and officers of other experiences since the 
Spanish-American War. that it is not necessary to take 
three years of a man’s life to train him to become a 
soldier in the ranks. They believe that with six months’ 
intensive training a man of average intelligence ean be 
made into a well trained soldier in any branch of the 
Service. This was demonstrated in thousands and thou- 
sands of cases among the men inducted into the Service 
er who voluntarily enlisted before or after the declara- 
tion of war. 

For the one-year term of enlistment, there is no doubt 
in the minds of many officers that the majority who en- 
list for that length of time could be made into excellent 
soldiers in every branch and in addition be taught a 
vocation or trade of utmost value to themselves and the 
community from which they came. The present law 
permits the enlistment of a soldier with no previous 
training for three years and permits his discharge at the 
expiration of one year under such regulations as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe, tut no policy has yet 
been outlined by the War Department in this matter. 

At the agricultural colleges there has been for years 
military training covducted under officers of the Regular 
Army, with varying results, depending upon the atti- 
tude of the college authorities and the ability of the offi- 
cer detailed. This training rarely exceeded 120 hours a 
year, whereas training on educational lines consisted of 
about 840 hours. Some of the best officers in the emer- 
gency Army were drawn from students who had had 
this combined training. True, they were not by any 
means finished soldiers and had many things to learn 
about the profession of arms. But the results they ac- 
complished, due to this training, convinced that educa- 
tion and military training can be combined with the 
most excellent results for the nation, the college and the 
individual. 

We could. in the Army. devote on a forty-eight-hour 
week, twenty-four to vocational and academic training 
and permit a man to enlist for one year in any branch 
of the Service he chooses and to select any form or type 
of vocational or academic instruction he desires. It is 
believed that if this were offered the problems of re- 
eruiting a peace+time army would disappear and a 
waiting list be created. Parents of yonng men are at 
present*alive to the benefits the Army can offcr to their 
sons at practically no expense to them. The War De- 
partment could place in all cantonments, camps and 
forts, vocational training so that upon the completion 
of a year’s service an enlisted man could be returned to 
civilian life a better man physically and mentally, a bet- 
ter citizen, with Jove for all that the country stands for, 
better equipped to take his proper place in his com- 
munity, with a trade or vocation learned in the Army 
of the United States and probably take later advanced 
standing in either high school or college. 

VOCATIONAL. 
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TUK RESERVISTS. 

To Tux Evrror oy THR ARMY AND NAvY JourNAL: 

According to a decision by the Comptroller, the Re- 
servists are not entitled to five cents a mile travel pay, 
but only three and one-half cents per mile. Is this just 
to the old soldiers, men who have been in service all 
the way from four to twenty years? Men drafted are 
given one und onetmlf cents more than men who have 
given the best parts of their lives to their country. Are 
the Reservists needed any more now than the period 
eof the emergency men? If the War Department can 
spare wen who enlisted for the duration of the war, 
why can’t they spare the Reservists? The writer was 
due to furlough to the Reserve while with the punitive 
expedition in Mexico, but is still bere patiently wait- 
ing for return to civil life. This organization at pres- 
ent.is but a skeletonized outfit, not enough men in the 
battalion to fill op a troop of Cavalry, and the soldier- 
ing is nothing but fatigue. It is true a W-.D. circular 
says Reservists will not be wade to do their full enlist- 
went of seven years. JDlut the question is, When will 
we be furlonghed to the Heserve? Perhaps after the 
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drafted men have been paraded in their home towns and 
have all been made heroes of, men due for Reserve will 
be thought of, net by the civilian population, but by 
the War Department, and. we will be furloughed to the 
Reserve and allowed to enter civil life once more.

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THE ARMY ACCOUNTING SYSTEM. 
To rue Eprrok oy THE ARMY ANB NAVY JOURNAL: 

An article on the, “New System of U.S. Army Ac: 
counting” in the ARMY AND Navy Joyrnat of May 24 
has caused no small amount of comment among Army 
Supply people. I believe actual conditions under the 
new system will not stand inspection; that it is neither 
lawful nor economical. _It only helps to slightly re- 
lieve the paper work in Washington, but doubles it in 
the field, where paper work is usually done under ad- 
verse ‘circumstances. It does not seem logical to in- 
stall a system which will relieve two clerks in Wash- 
ington and necessitate hiring ten additional ones in 
every camp, post and supply depot, yet that is just what 
the new system means. 

Advocates of the new system claim that the old idea 
of rendering semi-annual returns to Washington was 
superfluoys. Then why is it necessary to make monthly 
stock reports under the new system? Washington must 





know the location of all supplies at all times, but why 
create twelve reports which must go through a dozen 
hands befere reaching their headquarters when two 


made direct will answer the purpose? 

The basie principle of the new system, in. so far as 
consolidation of general supplies and of blank forms, is 
a good theory, but. Army paper work cannot be con- 
ducted under a commercial system because there are too 
sources of interest involved. When a _ private 
a pair of shoes that concern does not keep 
the shoes repaired for its customer. But in the Army 
a supply officer’s duty is not ended when he gets’ his 
command equipped, for he must maintain every article 
until it is entirely worn out. 

It is charged the old system of accounting failed dur- 
ing the present emergency, which is a mistake, for it was 
the men handling the. old system who failed and are put- 
ting the blame on the old system (which was simplicity 
itself). The new system does not protect the Govern- 
ment or the accountable officer, because it is so compli- 
cated with numbers, signs and symbols that no force of 
clerks on earth can keep it accurately. It is not con- 
sistent for a second lieutenant to audit the accounts of 
of a major and give him property clearance.

SELECTION AND DEMOTION. 
To tHe Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
The principle underlying promotion by selection is 
good in theory, but in its application it is not believed 
Many reasons 





possible t6 give justice to all concerned. 
might be advanced in support of this belief, but we can 
call attention to no better example than that of demo- 
tion as carried out by the War Department. 

For some time past we have had a practical applica- 
tion of promotion and demotion by selection, and 
don’t believe any fair-minded officer could in truth say 
that the basis for these demotions was, in general, 
founded either on justice or the best interests of the 
Service. It will be observed that most of these demo- 
tions were among general officers and that in only a 
few cases have officers holding temporary grades of col- 
onel been demoted, notwithstanding practically all offi- 
cers of Cavalry, Field and Coast Artillery, Engineers 
and Infantry to,include those well down on the list of 
captains, hold temporary commissions of colonels. In 
other words, there seems to exist much zeal in demot- 
ing general officers to their actual rank of colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel or major, but an absence of any such zest 
in demoting temporary colonels to their actual rank, in 
many eases to that of captain, even though the necessity 
for their increased rank has long ceased to exist. 

Another pleasant feature of the demotion scheme as 
now applied is this: General officers were presumed to 
have been promoted to their grades for merit. but their 
demotion by selection, in most cases not for lack of 
efficiency, has resulted in their returning to their actual 
rank. one. two and sometimes three grades below that 
which they would now hold had they not been promoted 
to the grade of a general officer. If such injustices as 
these oceur in promotion to temporary commissions and 
demotions therefrom, it is fair to assume they would be 
greatly magnified when applying promotion by selection 
to permanent rank. 
COLONEL OF INFANTRY. 
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THE OLD SOLDIERS’ HOMES. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Years ago it was computed that the per capita cost 
of maintaining the inmates of the United States Soldiers’ 
Home was $96 per annum, and men entitled to its bene- 
fits but who could not go there because of family ties 
were allowed that amount as “outdoor relief.” The vet- 
eran receiving this relief is required to report annually 
—in June—the number of persons dependent upon him; 
their ages, the amount of money earned by him during 
the year and how he earned it; must also submit a medi- 
eal report showing his physical condition. If the report 
shows that he earned $500 his relief is cut off. ut 
only those who did not serve twenty years in the Army 
are compelled to submit this report. Those of extreme 
old age and resultant disabilities are not considered. 

I doff my tattered old campaign bat to the commis- 
sioners and ask permission to ask @ pertinent question 
or two. If the per capita cost of maintaining a man 
at the home is now more than $96 why not grant an in- 
erease to the outdoor members? If the outdoor member 
is more than sixty-three years of age why not assume 
that he is totally incapacitated for manual labor and 
no longer requires the annual report? “The outdoor re- 
lief is not a gratuity,” say the commissioners.

ANGLE OF TANGENT ELEVATI« 

Yo THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy Journav: 

I am submitting herewith a formula for det mining 
the angle of tangent elevation for use in problems of in- 
direct machine gun fire. This formula was originated 
by me while on the Alsace front last July, and may 
prove of some conSiderable interest and value to ma- 


chine gun officers and instructors. The only 
forth in the English, French and Canadian hand-books 
and that taught in the A.E.F. schools for finding this 
angle is by the use of tables of tangent elevation.

Being a Regular myself and in a camp with possibly 
a thousand other seven-year unfortunates, I hear lament | 
over Circular 201 and know a number of old soldiers 
that would reup but for the opinion they have formed 
and that is frequently expressed that “This Army is get- J 
ting to be no place for a Regular.” No one can deny 
that it is mortifying for men that have served four or 
five years on this hitch to see period-of-the-war men g0 
over to the recruiting office and come back with a couple 
of hundred dollars and a month’s furlough. The sevel 
year man can re-enlist, but $60 would not go far on & 
furlough with an old soldier that put in his enlistment 
in the islands, training camps and just returned from 
France, especially if his people are 2,000 miles away. 
Should he desire to re-enlist for a station nearer his 
home old Circular 201 is prepared for it—“Provided 
that his services can be spared” gives C.O.’s an excellent 
opportunity to keep a soldier that is worth keeping. 

‘What “got my goat” worse than losing the mileage 
although I enlisted on the Pacific coast and am now at 
an eastern station, was that several hundred field clerks 
were appointed in this camp and more are to be ap 
pointed. Having put in about five years at Army cleri- 
cal work at the beginning of the war, held down a first 
sergeant’s job since 1917 and been recommended “ 
commission as an adjutant too Jate to be appointed, 
felt that possibly I might be as well qualified to do té 
required work as some of the men appointed, so I cae 
at camp headquarters to get a line on it. The chief fee 
clerk, who had less than a year’s service, very © 
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informed me that the commanding general would 
not consider applications for appointment as field clerks 
from men that enlisted prior to April, 1917. 

But what’s the use, I guess we are lucky to get the 
bonus before a decision is handed down that it is not 
intended for men enlisted prior to April, 1917. Per- 
haps some day our services can be spared.

CHIEFS FOR CAVALRY AND INFANTRY. 

The two letters on the subject of chiefs of Army per- 
sonnel which appeared in our issue of June 28,- page 
1500, served to renew in Army circles at Washington 
discussion of the proposal to have chiefs for the Infan- 
try and Cavalry. An officer of Infantry, whose detail 
lends the authority of intimate knowledge of conditions 
to his views, in discussing the matter advanced this 





proposition : rn 
“Let us assume that there were on a transport arriv- 

ing in this country six Regular Army captains, one 

attached to the Infantry, one to the Corps of En- 


gineers, one to the Field Artillery, one to the Coast 
Artillery, one to the Cavalry and one to the Air Ser- 
vice. None of these officers has been assigned. All 


telegraph to The Adjutant General's Office for assign- 
ment. This office wires to the chiefs in four of the six 


cases to make the assignment in each case. Without 
exception the wishes of a chief are approved as a rou- 
tine transaction, and the order does not go to the Gen- 
eral Staff. 


“In the cases of the Infantry and Cavalry officers 
telegrams are sent out to the Commissioned Personnel 
Branch of the Operations Division, General Staff. 
There they are handled by Infantry and Cavalry offi- 
eers detailed to the branch, but whose decisions as to 
assignments are not final. In fact these branch officers 
occupy positions analogous to civilian clerks who handle 
detail matters under supervision and instruction of 
Army officers. In many cases officers telegraph direct 
to their chiefs and state their preferences as to assign- 
ments. They therefore receive the attention and con- 
sideration of their chiefs, and generally, if an officer 
has a good record and his standing is unquestioned, his 
chief will place him to his advantage and with consid- 
eration of the welfsre of his branch of the Service. 

“Theoretically the same thing obtains in the Gen- 
eral Staff, but it stands to reason that the Infantry and 
Cavalry officer can not receive the consideration he is 
entitled to for the reason that the system is general, 
not special, as in other corps having chiefs. And being 
general, the Commissioned Personnel Branch, because of 
lack of ‘time for considering each individual case for 
assignment in the Infantry alone, for that arm repre- 
sents the bulk of the Servicé, cannot give special con- 
sideration to an officer, nor extend the ‘personal’ inter- 
est in him such as the officers of a corps feel they are 
receiving when dealing directly with a chief of that 
corps. 

“That illustrates the disadvantage under which offi- 
cers of the Cavalry and Infantry are necessarily work- 
ing because of the present system. There is no argu- 
ment against the proposal té extend the system of the 
corps to the Cavalry and the Infantry. If there was 
an argument it would wreck the machinery now oper- 
ated by the War Department, for opposition to the 
proposal must certainly carry opposition to the chiefs 
of the Engineers, Artillery, etc., or it will fall of its 
own weight because of its inconsistency. We have 
been making headway during the war in modernizing our 
Army organization. I am convinced that the adoption 
of the proposal of chiefs of personnel for the Infantry 
and Cavalry would prove one of the best things for the 
Service and a long stride toward progress in the mat- 
ters that favorably affect the offieer personnel of the 
Army.”

PROVISION FOR FORMER ENLISTED MEN. 


To TuE EprTrorn OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As to provision for former enlisted men, the letter of 
a correspondent in your issue of June 21 (page 1464) is 
in error in saying that S. 376 and H.R. 2862 provide 
for retirement of all previously retired enlisted men in 
the grade of first lieutenant. Neither of these bills shows 


that grade or rank 1s asked for by these officers: The 
purpose of these bills is to give them a retired pay to 
live decently after giving the Government, in many 
cases, from thirty to forty years’ service on the meager 
pay of an enlisted man. Commissioned grades are not 
asked for. The House bill is worded the same as the 
Senate bill, which reads: 

8S. 376, Mr. Poindexter—For the relief of certain rotired 
non-commissioned officers of the U.S. Army, who were recalled 
to active service during the war with Germany and commis- 
sioned as officers. 

Be it enacted, etc., That retired enlisted men, who have 
been called to active service and commissioned in the Armies 
of the United States during the war with Germany, and who 
have again reverted, or will revert, to a retired status when 
their services are no longer required, be then given the pay of 
& first lieutenant on the retired list of the U.S. Army: Pro- 
vided, That they have served faithfully for at least one year as 
commissioned officers, and that muster out or discharge was 
not due to ineompetency or misconduct, 

These officers have all passed the meridian af life and 
have no chances of gaining commissions in the Regular 
Army. nor can they expect to successfully compete for 
@ livelihood with young men, and as the retired pay now 
allowed them is wholly inadequate for their needs, it is 
believed that they should be given a sufficient allowance 
in that they may at least be able to care for their fam- 
ilies and to live respectably. 

_I would suggest that those in agreement with this 
bill mark a copy of the ArMy AND Navy Jourgnat and 
mail it to their Representative or Senator, or cut this 
article out and mail it.

SURPLUS WAR MATERIALS. 


The A.E.F. have now been requested to return to this 
country all Class B trucks, all new dump truck bodies 
and all Dodges and Cadillacs that are boxed or crated. 


Sales of War Materials. 


The Director of Sales announces that sales of sur- 
plus war materials made during the week ended June 
20 aggregated $33,678,691.89, nearly three times the 
total realized from surplus stocks disposed of during 
the preceding week. The sharp increase was attribufa- 
ble to the sale by the Surplus Property Division of 
large stocks of wool at auctions held in Boston, from 
which a total of $27,152398 was realized. The Divi- 
sion of Military Aeronautics reported sales amounting 
to $2,721,148.50; the Ordnance Department, $840,- 
215.92, and Aircraft Production, $274,563.22. Between 
Jan. 1 and June 20 the War Department derived $333,- 
712,636.75 from, the sale of surplus materials held in 
the United States. This figure represented seventy- 
nine per cent. of the original cost of the material to the 
Government. 

Disposal of Surplus Animals. 

Up to May 1 there had been sold by the A.E.F. 78,- 
057 surplus animals, the average cost of which was 
$338 and the average selling price $192. In addition 
to this 15,093 animals had been turned over to the 
French government for auction, the receipts for which 
are undetermined and not included in the above num- 
ber. In the United States the number of surplus ani- 
mals disposed of was 150,839, their average cost being 
$191 and their average selling price $114. The re- 
ceipts of these sales by the A.E.F. up to the date of 
the report was. $15,022,409. Of this sum $£64,394 came 
from sales to German civilians. 

To Sell Cartridge Cloth. 

The War Department, through its sales organization, 
is preparing to sell approximately 17,000,000 yards of 
cartridge cloth, which can be processed and offered to 
the American public as silk fabric suitable for dress 
goods, suitings, tapestries and other uses requiring a 
silk texture of heavy warp. Displays of cartridge cloth 
in its military state and of the processed material have 
been arranged at points convenient to the trade to give 
prospective purchasers an opportunity to inspect the 
goods. One of these exhibition rooms is in Washington, 
another in New York. 


Sale of Canned Goods. 

The Surplus Property Division is offering for sale, 
under sealed bids, quantities of canned corn, peas, baked 
beans and stringless beans, declared surplus and located 
in the thirteen supply zones into which the country is 
divided. The bids were to be opened on June 30 in 
the zone supply offices in Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Newport News, Atlanta, Chicago, 
St. Louis, New Orleans, Fort Sam Houston, El Paso, 
Omaha and San Francisco. 

To Sell Surplus Iron, Steel and Metal Scrap. 

The War Department has for sale a surplus of iron 
and steel, metal scrap and waste materials accumulated 
at plants, depots, camps, arsenals, etc. The raw ma- 
terials and scrap section of the office of the Director of 
Sales,.Munitions Building, Washington, D.C., will fur- 
nish information to prospective purchasers. 

Savings by Baling of Clothing. 

Clothing supplies are being packed for storage by bal- 
ing instead of casing; 131,000 bales were made up dur- 
ing April and May in twelve depots at an estimated sav- 
ing as compared with casing, of $425,000. Studies of 
the comparative cost of the two methods of packing for 
an Army of 500,000 men indicate a saving of $7.27 per 
man by the use of the baling method. 


BRITISH DIRIGIBLE STARTS FOR USS. 


The British dirigible R-34, under command of Major 
G. H. Scott, of the Royal Air Force, and manned by a 
crew of twenty-three men, started from East Fortune, 
Scotland, at two a.m. on July 2 for its long flight 
across the ocean to the United States. Lieut. Comdr. 
Zachary Lansdowne, U.S.N., is on board the airship as 
a guest, by invitation of the British Admiralty. The 
R-34 is bound for Roosevelt Flying Field at Mineola, 
Long Island, N.Y., where Col. Archie Miller, U.S.A., in 
command, has made every preparation to receive it. Ar- 
rangements were made to send a wireless message from 
the field to the R-34 when 600 miles off the American 
coast. Special anchors have'been prepared at the field 
to hold the airship, which it is expected will remain 
only about twenty-four hours, as there is no hangar she 
ean be stored in. The British dirigible R-34 measures 
634 feet from nose to stern and carries three boats be- 
low the gas bag. She has a capacity of 12,000,000 cubic 
feet. The craft is equipped with a wireless system as 
powerful as that of the great ocean liners. It has been 
estimated that the R-34 will cross the Atlantic in 
from sixty to seventy hours under favorable conditions. 

Up to the time we went to press the R-34 was flying a 
straight course with all on board well. She was in con- 
stant wireless communication with Ponta Delgada, 
Azores; St. John’s, Newfoundland, and Clifden, Ire- 
land. The British Air Ministry announced that at nine 
a.m., Greenwich time, July 3, the airship had sailed 
1,500 miles out. Since she started she had averaged 
forty-two nautical miles an hour. When 450 miles out 
she had to slow down to about thirty-one nautical miles 
an hour on account of running into a fog bank. 

According to official advices received at the British 
air mission at Washington, July 2, the R-34, was due to 
land at Roosevelt Field about noon on July 4, and it 
was believed she would arrive there on time. General 
Chariton, head of the British air mission, also an- 
nounced that the R-34° will fly over New York after it 
lands at Roosevelt Field, and will fly to Philadelphia 
and Washington on a tour of observation if weather con- 
ditions permit. The New York flight, it was said, was 
to be made in any event. 
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American E.F. Stupents Coming Home.

Now that Japan has made a formal apology to the 
United States for the unprovoked attack by~ Japanese 
on men of the 15th U. S. Infantry at Tien China, 
March 12, and for the affronts to P. Stewart Heintzle- 
mann, the American Consul General, which occurred at 
the same time, the unhappy incident can be considered 
closed. The formal apology, accompanied by expres-

ture. The apology of the Japanese Government has 
been made all the more unreserved and complete by 
frank admission of Japan’s blame no counter 
charges —t the Americans. Apologies were ten- 
dered to Paul S. Reinsch, the American Minister at 
Pekin, and to Mr. Heintalemann, and were addressed 
to Col. William T. Wilder, who commanded the 
Infantry, but had been transferred.

: PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Comniodofe “Commandant Hk worth P. Bertholf, (U.S. 
Coast Guard, who was,placed on the retired list on 
June 30, 1919, on his own appli ation, received a.most 
commendatory letter from Hon. Carter Glass, Secretary 
of the Treasury, on June 5, which expressed sincere ap- 
preciation of his splendid record. The letter said in part: 
“I have ‘been atquainted by my _ predecessor, Mr. 
McAdoo, and by my associates in the Treasury, of the 
ability with which you have discharged ‘your duties and 
of your devotion to the interests of: your country and to 
the welfare of the historic service with which you have 
been so long identified. During the period you have 
been attached .to the Navy- there is one branch of your 
work which has been in charge of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and that is your. service as chairman of the Board 
on Anchorages and Movements.of Vessels. . This was 
begun under my predecessor and has continued since I 
assumed this office. I wish to express to you my thanks 
for your valuable work in this connection. In perform- 
ing this difficult task you have displayed not only loy- 
alty to the public service but ability of the highest 
order, and I want you to know that your assistance 1s 
very deeply appreciated. You retire from active duty 
with the admiration and affection of all those who have 
come in close official touch with you during the period 
of your service as commandant. If the Coast Guard 
should return to the Treasury I should have been very 
glad, if you had not retired, to have had you continue in 
office as Chief of the Service.” 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral William Swift, U.S.N., retired, an offi- 
cer of wide experience, died at the United States Naval 
Hospital at Newport, R.1., June 30, 1919, after a long 
iliness. The body was.taken to his home at Richfield 
Springs, Otsego county, N.Y., for burial. Admiral Swift 
was born in Windham,:-Conn., March 17, 1848. He 
was graduated in June, 1867; from the U.S. Naval 
Academy, and was assigned to the flagship Susquehanna 
of the Home Squadron. In 1868 he was assigned to-the 
frigate Kearsarge of the Pacific Station, where he re- 
mained from 1868 to 1870. He was im the Iroqueis in 
1871, the Canandaigua in 1872, the Supply’ in 1873, and 
the Colorado,.on;the North. Atlantic Station, in 1874 
and 1875. The latter part of 1875 he was assigned to 
the receiving ship Colorado and remained on her until 
early in 1876.. The _next year he did equipment duty 
at the New_York Navy Yard, and in 1877. was assigned 
to torpedo service. In the latter part of that year he 
was assigned to the Plymouth, on the North Atlantic 
Station, and for the next year was the. navigating_offi- 
cer of the Kearsarge. For a time. in. 1880 he was  at- 
tached to the Charlestown Navy Yard, and for the next 
three years he seryed at the navy yard at New London, 
Conn. From 1883 to 1886 he served on the cruiser Alert 
on the-China Station, and on a part of this cruise was 
her exécutive officer. In 1889 and 1890 he served at 
the Washington Navy Yard. In 1894 he served at the 
Newport War College. For a time in that year he also 
served on the armored cruiser New York. In 1895 he 
was assigned to the battleship Indiana, and remained 
on her until 1897. In April of the latter year he was 
assigned to duty at the Burean of Ordnance at Wash- 
ington. During the Spanish War and up to 1900 he 
served as ordnance officer at the New York Navy Yard. 
In the latter part of 1900 he was assigned to the com- 
mand of the gunboat Yorktown, and remained on her 
for two years. In November, 1905, on the completion 
of the battleship Connecticut,- flagship of the. ..tlantic 
Fleet, he was assigned to her.as commanding officer. 
He was tried by court-martial im 1907 for allowing the 
Connecticut to run on a shoal in the harbor of Culebra, 
and was sentenced to suspension from duty on half sea 
pay for nine months, and was also reduced three num- 
bers in his grade. After he had been suspended for 
about six and a half months he was restored to active 
duty. He was promoted to the grade of captain in 
February, 1902, and was appointed rear admiral in 1908. 
He served as commandant of the navy yard at Boston, 
and was the first officer to hold the office of aid for ma- 
terial. In order that the Secretary would not tose the 
benefit of the experience and the special knowledge of 
Rear Admiral Swift in his plans for reorganization he 
was continued for a while on special duty in_the de- 
partment. -He was an expert in ordnance matters.and 
had the reputation of being one of the most advanced 
and experienced officers in business and administrative 
training in the Navy. He was retired for age March 
17, 1910. 

Col. William C. Littebrant, 16th U.S. Cav., command- 
ing officer at Camp McClellan, Anniston, Ala., died sud- 
denly at his home on Sherman Heights, just off the 
government reservation at six o’clock a.m. July 2, 1919, 
of heart trouble. Colonel Littebrant is survived by his 
second wife and two grown daughters, the latter being 
Red Cross nurses overseas. Colonel Littebrant was born 
in California March 27, 1865, and was a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1888. He was first assigned to the 
19th and the 10th Regiments of Infantry, and was trans- 
ferred to the 10th Cavalry Feb. 11, 1889. He subse- 
quently served with the 10th, 7th, 12th, 11th, 15th, 9th 
and Ist Regiments of Cavalry, and other regiments. In 
his early days of service he was on duty on the frontier 
in Colorado, Arizona, and Montexs. In October, 1898, 
he went with the 7th Cavalry to Cuba, serving there un- 
til early in 1901, when he was ordered to Texas. He 
subsequently served in ~the Phif-ppines, and again in 
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Cuba. He served at posts in the East and at Fort 
Leavenworth, and. was a member of the uipment 
board at Rock Island Arsenal. He won the first gold 


meda! for pistol shooting at the tri-department compe- 
tition at Fort Wingate in 1890, won the title of dis- 
tinguished marksman, and was a #arpshooter for eight 
years and an expert rifleman. Among other duties he 
served on the Mexican border during the troubles there. 

Col. Harris Lee Roberts, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
the Henrotin Memorial Hospital, Chicago, IIl., Dec.. 27, 
1918, leaves a widow, Mrs. Florence E. Roberts, who 
resides at 434 South Alamo street, San Antonio, Tex. : 
a son, Robert Pierpont Eagar Roberts, afid a brother, 
Brig. Gen. Benjamin K. Roberts, U.S.A., retired. The 
notice of his death has only now been sent to us. The 
remains of Colonel Roberts were buried in the family 
burial ground at Manchester, Vt. Colonel Roberts was 
born in the District of Columbis, May 6, 1858, the son 
of the late Brig. Gen. Benjaniin S. Roberts, U.S.A., 
class of 1 He was a graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy, class of 1880, when he was promoted in the 
Army second lieutenant, 4th Jufantry. He was trans- 


ferred to the 19th Infantry jj. 1881; was promoted first 


‘lieutenant, 1st Infantry, in 1890 ; ‘transferred to the 19th 


Infanty in’ 1891; promoted captain ‘in 1898; was 'trans- 
ferred to the 2d Infantry’ iri 1 ; was promoted ‘major, 
26th Infantry, in 1905; lieutenant. colonel, 22d Infan- 
try, in 1911, and colonel, March 13, 1914. Colonel Rob- 
erts after his graduation leave served first on the: fron- 
tier at Fort’ Fetterman, Wyo., to April*5, 1881, and 
after service at posts in Kansas, Colorado. and Texas 
he went on college duty at Ada, Ohio. He was on fron- 
tier duty. at Fort Clark,. Texas, to May, 1888, and his 
subsequent service included duty at San Antonio and 
Fort Wayne, where he was in charge of construction 
work and performing other duties. During the war 
with Spain he went with his regiment to Mobile, Ala., 
and Tampa, Fla., and was with it in Porto Rico. He 
went to the Philippines in 1899 and returned in 1901. 
After being on recruiting. duty he served at various 
posts, ineluding Fort Logan, Colo., and Fort Brown, 
Texas, and went on a second tour to the Philippines in 
1907, and later served on the Mexican border. He was 
retired on his own. application May 26, 1917, after 
more than forty years’ service. During the World War 
he ‘served on college duty at Oxford, Ohio. 

In apprectation of the services of the late Lieut. Col. 
Edwin Vose Sumner, U.S.A., killed in France, June 4, 
1919, by the over-turning of a motor side-car in which 
he was riding, Col. W. H. H. Hutton, jr., Air Ser., U. 
S.A., commanding Air Service Production Center No. 2, 
at Romorantin, France, issued a general order under 
date of June 4, giving his military record and praising 
the performance of his duty. The order said in part: 
“This brilliant officer had not completed his thirty- 
fifth year. He joined the A.E.F. in France, April 4, 
1918. As commanding officer, Air Service Production 
Center ‘No. 2, Romorantin, he distignuished himself, 
rendering service of the highest merit. With his mani- 
fold duties he found time to learn to fly and became a 
competent aviator. Romorantin was the keystone of 
the great arch from the United States to the enemy’s 
territory. Across that arch all American planes and 
engines had to pass and rest on the keystone. It did 
not fail. 
good and faithful servant,” truly it: may said of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Sumner. His chief and highest author- 
ity recognized his worth, his strength, the merit of his 
labor, his devotion. He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal, and made a chevalier of the Legion 
d’Honneur.” 

Capt.. William G. Cassard, chaplain, U.S.N., died at 
Newport, R.I., June 29; 1919, at the Naval. Hospital 
of stomach trouble. He had been attached to the New- 
port. Naval Training Station since Dec. 14, 1917, and 
had served there previously on two occasions.’ Chap- 
lain Cassard was born in Maryland, July 24, 1864, and 
was appointed in the Navy April 3, 1897. During his 
duties as chaplain his sea service aggregated ten years. 
This included service in the battleship Indiana during 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet at Santiago. He is 
survived by his wife, one son and three daughters. 

Capt. E.- Burton. Hooker, 4th Engrs., U.S.A., was 
killed in an airplane accident near Coblenz, Germany. 
June 26, 1919. His home was at Kansas City. 

Lieut. Joseph W. Cullen, Sig. Corps, U.S.A., who 
returned to New York from France, June 25, was 
found dead June 28 in a room at the Grand Hotel, New 


York city. The hotel physician said death was due to 
beart.disease. Lieutenant Cullen was from Hamilton, 
Ohio. 


Lieut. Austin A. LeBlanc, U.S.N.R.F., died June 29, 
1919, at the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, w.Y., from pul- 
monary tuberculosis. He was born in Grosses Coques, 
Nova Scotia, Oct. 10, 1891. He enrolled as a lieuten- 
ant (j.g.) in the Naval Reserve Force on Oct. 21, 1918, 
and was promoted to licutenant on Oct. 29, 1918. He 
served on cargo and transport ships abroad until or- 
dered to the naval*base at Cardiff, Wales, for treat- 
ment.

Mrs. Jane M. Johns, who died at Decatur, Ill., June

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ARMY RECRUITING CAMPAIGN.

Young men who enter it will 
encounter opportunity for double service to country and 
to self; while they patriotically respond to their coun- 
try’s immediate need of men under arms, they prepare 
themselves to return to civil life capable of delivering 
a higher quality of citizenship and of exercising greater 
productive or directive ability.”

It is expected that within a com- 
paratively short time there will remain on the Rhine 
only one divisional unit, with certain auxiliary troops, 
totaling approximately 6,000 men. This force will con- 
sist of one combatant regiment and the necessary Quar- 
termaster and other supply and auxiliary contingents. 

robably it will oceupy the Coblenz area. The 4th and 
5th Divisions, entraining for Brest July 2, will be fol- 
lowed eventually by the 2d, 3d and 1st Divisions in the 
order named. The exact time of departure depends 
upon the manner in which Germany carries out the mili- 
tary terms of the peace treaty. General Pershing is 
quoted as saying as to the stay of the U.S. troops in 
Germany: “Our flag is here, our duty is here. We will 
pot depart until we are sure the treaty will be lived 
up to 

With the departure of the bulk of the American forces 
composing the Army of Occupation, St. Nazaire, Bor- 
deaux and other ports have been abandoned by the 
American Army, leaving Brest the only American port 
in France. Hereafter Antwerp and Rotterdam will be 
used as bases for supplying our forces on the Rhine, 
The service of supply is being rapidly disintegrated. 

General Allen Succeeds General Liggett. 

The U.S. forces in Germany, hereafter composed of 
separate units, as a combined body will be designated 
as the American Forces on the Rhine. Major Gen. 
Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., it was announced at American 
military headquarters in Paris on July 2, will succeed 
Lieut. Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., in command of the 
“forces on the Rhine,” the new title of the Army of 
Occupation based on Coblenz. General Allen, who holds 
the permanent rank of brigadier general in the Regular 
Army, since his appointment to that grade in 1917, also 
held the rank of brigadier in 1901 by special act of Con- 
gress while he served as Chief of the Philippine Con- 
stabulary, which he organized. He fought in Cuba as 
a Volunteer officer before going to the Philippines. 
While in the Philippines, General Allen served as Gov- 
ernor of the Island of Leyte. ‘Later he returned to the 
line of the Army with the grade of lieutenant colonel. 
Shortly after we entered the war he was promoted to 
the temporary rank of major general and assigned to 
duty as commander of Camp Travis, Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas. He went overseas as commander of the 
§th Division, composed of Oklahoma and Texas troops, 
which he trained at Camp Travis. He was born in 
Kentucky and entered West Point in 1878 from that 
state. 

Gen. Pershing to Move Headquarters to Paris. 

The headquarters of the American Expeditionary 
Foree at Chaumont will be closed July 15 and General 
Pershing will remove to Paris, to remain to the end of 
August or possibly to the end of September, dependent 
on when all the business connected with the Expedi- 
tionary Force will be completed, according to Paris 
press dispatches. General Pershing, it was also an- 
nounced, has issued instructions that the military cen- 
sorship be abolished immediately. In connection with 
the removal of the censorship General Pershing paid a 
tribute to the American war correspondents. He said 
they had won the admiration of the whgle Army by the 
splendid patriotic way they had observed the regula- 
tions concerning the press, and had contributed a very 
large share to the success of the American E.F. 

General Pershing said all troops will be returned to 
the United States through France, most of them sailing 
from Brest. At the War Department in. Washington 
on July 2 it was stated that on that date the U.S. 
forces under arms numbered only one million men, of 


Whom a little more than 400,000 remain overseas. At 
the present rate of homeward movement the U.S. troops 
In Germany would consist of only two divisions on Aug. 


1, it was stated. 

A dispatch from Coblenz to the New York Times, 
uly 1, reports that the American Army of Occupation 
Rotified the Inter-Allied Rhineland Commission that it 
Was prepared to hand over to the commission on July 7 
fontrol of American occupied German territory. This, 
the dispatch adds, would leave the Army with nothing 
to do except execute any needed measures for the main- 
tenance of order.

OUR TROOPS IN RUSSIA. 
Casualties in Siberian Force. 


A eable dispatch from Major Gen. William S. Graves, 
U.S.A., commander of the American Expeditionary 
Force in Siberia, received by the War Department on 
June 26 reported that Lieut. Custer Fribley, Q.M.C., 
U.S.A., and four enlisted men, while fishing in vicinity 
of Souchan Mine, June 22, were captured by Anti- 
Kolchak forces and taken to Novitskaya. On June 22 
two platoons of Cov M, 31st Inf., on the way to demand 
release of these men were attacked. Lieut. Albert F. 
Ward, ist Inf., and four enlisted men were killed and 
two enlisted men were wounded. Lieutenant Fribley 
and the men captured with him were still in hands of 
enemy. The dispatch.a%@®s: “While Souchan has been 
a hotbed for some time our men have come and gone 
freely without interference until this time.” 

The War Department receivea a cablegram from 
General Graves June 30 stating that following an at- 
tack by anti-Kolchak forces Co, A of the 3lst Infantry 
had suffered forty-six casualtic all being among en- 
listed men with the exception of Lieut. Lawrence D. 
Butler, who was severely wounded. Bighteen men were 
killed, two died of wounds, eight were severely wounded 
and seventeen only slightly wounded. ‘lae enemy at- 
tacked the United States troops at five o’clock in the 
morning of June 25 at Romanovka, Siberia, on the Su- 
chau branch of the railroad, where the Americans were 
acting as guards. 





American Forces Leave Archangel. 

The last of the American Army forces, with the excep- 
tion of Brig. Gen. Wilds P. Richardson, U.S.A., and a 
small detachment of headquarters troops, embarked from 
Archangel on June 27 for Brest, says a message from 
the Russian port to the New York Times. The forces 
which sailed included a battalion of the 310th Engi- 
neers. Before they sailed every officer of the battalion 
and about twenty enlisted men were decorated by the 
Russian commander for gallantry and efficiency. The 
departure of the 310th marks the close of American 
General Rich- 
ardson and the headquarters detachment intend to re- 
main at Archangel for several weeks. The United States 
railway troops on the Murmansk front are expected to 
leave for the United States soon. With the exception of 
a strong British reserve the Archangel campaign is now 
being conducted entirely by Russian troops, 

The steamship Steigerwald sailed from Archangel on 
June 27 with the Ist Battalion, 310th Engrs., twenty- 
seven officers and 708 men and eighty tons of equipment. 
Due at Brest July 6. 

Enlistment for Service in Siberia. 

Because of the urgent and immediate need for replace- 
ment troops in Siberia, commanding officers of recpuit 
depots and recruit depot posts are being instructed to 
make organized efforts to procure, from men enlisting, 
voluntary applications for service in Siberia. Officers will 
be designated to inform recruits of the opportunity for 
Siberian service. Recruits voluntarily expressing the 
desire for service in Siberia will be transferred at once 
to the Siberian Replacement Detachment, Presidio, San 
Francisco.

NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS PASSED. 


Carrying $616,000,000, the Naval Appropriation bill, 
H.R. 5608, as reported from the conference committee 
of House and Senate, was agreed to by House and Sen- 
ate on June 30, and on July 1 was sent to the White 
House for action of the President. The bill provides for 
no new warship construction whatever, but appropriates 
$133,000,000 for continuation of work on the ships au- 
thorized in the three-year program of 1916 and raises 
the authorized cost of those vessels, as heretofore noted 
in these columns. 

The new legislation enacted by adoption of this 
measure is briefed below. 


Aviation. 

The aviation needs of the Navy are provided with an 
appropriation of $25,000,000, which is $21,000,000 Iess 
than the amount Secretary Daniels said was needed at 
this time to carry out the department's plans. This ap- 
propriation item, as amended in conferefice and adopted, 
specifies particularly how this fund of $25,000,000 is to 
be expended, as follows: 

“For necessary aircraft and equipment for fleet use, 
$3,027.250; for purchase abroad of five special type 
planes, $100,000; for erection on Government-owned 
land of two hangars for two large dirigibles, $3,700,000 ; 
for construction of one rigid dirigible, $1,500,000; for 
purchase abroad of one dirigible of latest type, 
*:2 500.000: for conversion of U.S.S. Jupiter into an 


“raet 


aeroplane carrier, $500,000; for conversion of two mer- 
chant vessels into aircraft tenders, $700,000; for main- 
tenance ‘and operation of aircraft factory, helium plant 
and aireraft stations, $3,008,007; for continuing ex- 
periments and development work for all types of air- 
craft, $6,700,000; for flying equipment for Marine Corps 
advanced base units, $618,000; for general and miscella- 
neous contingencies, $2,646,743.” 

The Seeretary of the Navy is authorized to adjust, 
and pay claims for damages to private property growing 
out of operations of naval aircraft, where such claim 
@oes not exceed the sum of $500, all claims so adjusted 
to be reported in detail to Congress. 

No part of this appropriation shall be expended for 
maintenance of more than six heavier-than-air stations 
on the coasts of continental United States. No part of 
this appropriation shall be used for constrnetion of a 
factory for manufacture of aeroplanes. The Secretary 
of War, Postmaster General and Secretary of Navy 
shall submit to Congress on first day of next regular 
session a joint report of aircraft under their respective 
jurisdiction on Nov. 1, 1919, showing number, type and 
cost of all aircraft built. building, and under contract 
to be built, number and type of aircraft to be con- 
structed in Government plants, and various other data. 


Personnel. 


Any officer with permanent rank of rear admiral who 
has heretofore served a full term and is now serving as 
chief of any bureau of Navy Department shall be credited 
with service for all purposes as provided by Sec. 1486, 
Revised Statutes, and nothing herein contained shall 
operate to increase rank or pay of any such officer as 
now authorized by law. 

The provisions of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, regarding 
the promotion of captains in the line of the permanent 
Navy shall not restrict the promotion of such captains 
as may have been wounded in line of duty and who «are 
now on the active list, and such captains shall be enti- 
tled to the benefits of the provisions of Sec. 1494, Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, and also the 
benefits of the Act of March 4, 1911. 

Officers of the permanent Navy who have served 
satisfactorily during the war with the German govern- 
ment in a temporary grade or rank shall be eligible 
under the provision of existing law for selection for pro- 
motion and for promotion to same permanent grade or 
rank until July 1, 1920, without regard to statutory re- 
quirements other than professional and physical exam- 
inations: Provided, That the age and grade requirement 
prescribed by the Act approved Aug. 29, 1916, in the 
rank of commander is hereby extended from June 30, 
1920, to June 30, 1921. - 

The Act of April 16, 1918, granting under certain con- 
ditions, to every commissioned officer of the Army the 
right to quarters in kind for their dependents or the au- 
thorized commutation therefor, included allowances for 
heat and light, shall hereafter be construed to apply to 
officers of Navy and Marine Corps only during the 
period of the war and in no event beyond Oct. 1, 1919. 

The provision of existing law which requires Secre- 
tary of Navy to make computations semi-annually as of 
July 1 and Jan. 1 of each year and to convene boards to 
select officers of line and of staff corps for m is 
hereby amended so that said computations shall be made 
and said boards shall be convened at least onee each 
year and at such times as Secretary of Navy may direct, 
and boards shall recommend for promotion such number 
of officers as may be necessary to fill vacancies then exist- 
ing and which may occur during next period of time. 

Hereafter Asst. Paymr. John Flynn, U.S.N., shall be 
regarded as having been appointed A.P.M. in U.S.N. on 
June 20, 1917, with rank as such immediately after 
A.P.M. Henry Guilmette, U.S.N., but without back pay, 
allowances, or other emoluments on this permanent 
rank. 

George .E. Maynard, Arthur. B.. McCrary, Axel Lind- 
blad, Seldon L. Almon and William E. O'Connor shall 
be regarded as having been appointed ensigns in the 
U.S.N. on June 28, 1917; no back pay or allowances. 

Until June 30, 1920, enlistments in Navy may be for 
terms of two, three or four years, and all laws now 
applicable to four year enlistments shall apply, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by Secretary of 
Navy, to enlistments for a shorter period with propor- 
tionate benefits upon discharge and re-enlistment. 

For recreation, amusement, comfort, contentment and 
health of the Navy, and for such other purposes of like 
character as Secretary of the Navy may deem advisable, 
$400,000 is provided. No person shall be employed 
hereunder at a rate of compensation exceeding $1,800 
per annum. 

Officers of the U.S. Naval Reserve Force who were 
transferred from the National Naval Volunteers under 
provisions of the Act of July 1, 1918, shall be paid same 
uniform gratuity as other officers of Naval Reserve 


Foree; provided that they shall not have received from 
any state such gratuity. 

Unexpended and unobligated balance of $500,000, un- 
der heading “Schools or Camps of I 
Reserve Force, is reappropriated for

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all obligations or claims incurred at instance of Navy 
Department in carrying out provisions of said acts and 
for paying all expenses incident to closing of the schools 
maintained and operated in pursuance of said acts. 


The Enlisted Force: Commissioned Strength. 


The total authorized enlisted strength of active list of Navy is 
temporarily increased from 131,485 during period from July 1, 
1919, to Sept. 30, 1919, to 241,000 men, and from Oct. 1, 
1919, to Dec. 31, 1919, to 191,000 mem, and from Jan. 1, 
1920, to June 30, 1920, to 170,000 men, and the President is 
hereby authorized, whenever im his judgment a sufficient na- 
tional emergency exists, fo increase the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy te 191,000 men, and Secretary ef Navy is 
authorized to eall to or continue on active service on strictly 
naval duties, with their consent, such numbers of male members 
and nurses of Naval Reserve Foree im enlisted ratings as may 
be necessary to supply deficiencies te maintain total author- 
ized strength for periods herein authorized. Foregoing total 
authorized strength shall include hospital corps, apprentice sea- 
men, those sentenced by court-martial to discharge, enlisted 
men of Flying Corps, under instruction in trade schools, 
and members of Naval Reserve Force so serving. During fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1920, no member of Naval Reserve Foree 
shall be recalled to active duty for training or any other pur- 
pose except as hereinbefore provided: Provided, That the aver- 
age number of commissioned officers of line, permanent, tem- 
porary and reserves on active duty, shall not exceed during 
the periods aforesaid, four per centum of the total temporary 
authorized enlisted strength of the Regular and Temporary 
Navy, and members of the Naval Reserve Force in enlisted 
ratings on active duty, and the number of staff officers shall 
be in the same proportion as provided under existing law: 
Provided further, That nothing herein shall be construed as 
affecting the permanent, commissioned or enlisted strength of 
the Regular Navy as authorized by existing law. 

Female members, except nurses, of Naval Reserve Force and 
Marine Corps Reserve shsll, as soon as practicable and in no 
event later than thirty days after date of approval of this act, be 
placed on inactive duty. Members of Naval Reserve Force shall 
not hereafter be ordered to perform active duty on shore of a 
kind which is ordinsrily performed by civilians, and all re- 
servists now performing such duty shall be relieved from such 
duty within thirty days after date of approval of this act. 

Members of Naval Reserve Force and Marine Corps Reserve« 
whose conduct, services and efficiency have demonstrated desir- 
ability of their retention may, in discretion of Secretary of 
Navy, be given temporary civil appointments in Navy Depart- 
ment or Naval. Establishment at ordinary and usual rates of 
pay accorded employees performing a similar character of 
work, provided such services are necessary. 

Members of Naval Reserve Force and Marine Corps Reserve 
who accept such temporary civil appointments shall be given an 
opportunity to qualify by civil service examination for certifica- 
tion in accordance with civil service rules to fill such vacan- 
cies as may occur, in cases where they are not already eligible 
for appointment or reinstatement. All temporary appointments 
made hereunder shall terminate not later than June 30, 1920. 
Por pay of reservists so transferred to civil establishment, or 
civil serviee employees appointed in lieu thereof, $8,613,220, 
their pay prior to transfer to be charged to appropriation “Pay 
of Navy,” and Secretary of Navy shall submit to Congress on 
first day of next regular session statement showing number 
and designation of persons employed hereunder and rate of 
compensation paid to each: Provided, That no employee paid 
under provisions of this paragraph, except expert technicists, 
shall receive annual compensation in excess of $2,000 for ser- 
vices rendered in Navy Department, Washington. Provided 
further, That not more than twenty-four employees shall be so 
appointed at a compensation exceeding $2,000 per annum, and 
that in no case shall compensation exceed $4,000 per 
annum. 


Enrolled men of Naval Reserve Force and of Marine Corps 
Reserve, other than commissioned and warrant officers, who 
have performed active duty during the war, may, upon own 
application, be transferred to regular Navy and Marine Corps, 
respectively, to serve unexpired term of their enrollment in suck 
rating or rank as found qualified under regulations Secretary 
of Navy may prescribe. en so transferred shall have at least 
one year to serve in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps before 
expiration of their current enlistment. such transfers may 
not be made in excess of authorized enlisted strength of Navy 
or Marine Corps. Enrolled men so transferred shall be entitled 
to and receive same pay, rights, privileges and allowances in 
all respects as now provided by existing law for men regularly 
discharged and re-enlisted immediately upon expiration of their 
full four-year enlistment in Regular Navy er Marine Corps. 

All enlisted men of Navy and Coast Guard who have served 
in the war with the German Government and who may hereafter 
be discharged or who have ii frem service since 
Nov. 11, 1918, and before expiration of their full enlistment, 
shall receive an honorable discharge and Il receive five gents 
per mile from place of discharge to actual bona fide ho or 
residence, or original muster into service at own option. For 
sea trayel on di transportation and subsistence only 
shall be furnished to enlisted men: Provided, That records of 
such men warrant such honorable discharge. 

Any enlisted man of Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard whe, 
since Feb. 3, 1917, amd before Nov. 11, 1918, enlisted for four 
years shall upon his application to Secretary of Navy on or 
before Sept. 1, 1919, be held and construed to have enlisted 
for duration of war and shall when discharged be granted an 
honorable discharge, and taking effect of this act shall 
be notified by Secretary of Navy of his right to file such appli- 
cation’ Provided, That said enlisted man is otherwise entitled to 
honorable discharge: Provided further, That the return home 
of the A.E.F. shall not be thereby delayed: Provided further,

or Coast Guard, and thereafter re-enlists withia four months in 
Navy or in Marime Corps, under conditions as new prescribed 
by Iaw, for four years, shall be entitled te receive benefits of 
gratuity pay i by existing law for re-enlistments. 

Enlisted men of Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard whe 
enlisted for period of war or enlisted for s period ef four years

two, three or four full and shall be entitled to and 
receive samo rights, peiviegna pey and allowances in all re 
spects as now provided by law for men who extend enlistment 
on completion of terms of enlistment, except as to gratuity pay:

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ARMY ORGANIZATION, 

The War Department’s problem with regard to the 
maintenance of a living Army organization is appar- 
ently becoming increasingly difficult as Congress pro- 
ceeds with its work of appropriating for temporary 
needs. Without specifically limiting the number of offi- 
cers and men to be maintained in the Regular Army, ap- 
propriations as finally reported out of conference 
mittee were based on an average Army of approximately 
323,131, or a minimum for the last nine months of 
225,000. Obviously, unless the personnel is reduced to 
this figure by Oct. 1, 1919, as contemplated by the con- 
ferees, it will be necessary to reduce below that num- 
ber after that date in order that the average provided 
for in the bill can be maintained This means, 
fect, that the Regular Army, from the time demobiliza 
tion is completed until reorganization legislation is 
passed by Congress, will number 225,000, the 
provided in the National Defense Act. ‘he first 
plication is encountered when it is ascertained that the 
provisions of the National Defense Act will hold only 
with respect to the composition of the Army in propor- 
tion to the number of its personnel.

So far as the organization of the Army is concerned 


the War Department is authorized to continue the vari- 
ous staff departments and corps as they are now organ- 


ized in accordance with legislation for emergency con- 


ditions. This is. taken care of not only by the Over- 
man act, which will be in-effect for six months after 
.the termination of the period of the emergency, but also 
by a legislative proviso carried by the appropriation 
bill for 1919-20. ‘The result is that while corps and 


bureaus and departments of the War Department will 
continue to operate as they are at the present time, the 
commissioned personnel will have to be reduced to éon- 


form with the requirements of the permanent law (the 
National Defense Act). Not only will the number of 
officers necessarily be cut to 12,568, but these officers 
must be allocated in the various ranks as provided by 
the same law. Thus, the first obvious difficulty lies in 
the fact that, while the specialized corps will continue 


to exist, there will not be officers of sufficient rank to 
maintain even a semblance of an organization. The 
most striking example of the effect this will have is in 
the Air Service, which at the present time is directed 
by a major general, a brigadier general and a staff of 
bureau chiefs of the rank of colonel and lieutenant col- 
onel. Under the table of authorized commissioned 
strength of the Regular Army the aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps is allotted no major general and no 
brigadier general, only one colonel and one _lieuten- 
ant colonel. A like condition of affairs obtains with re- 
spect to the entire Army organization. ‘The National 
Defense Act is specific with respect to determining how 
many and in what grades officers shall be maintained in 
the Regular Army. Unless Congress passes other legis- 
lation before the President declares the emergency to be 
at an end, there will necessarily be a wholesale transfer

vert to their permanent rank. This date need not, and 
it is highly probable will not, correspond in any way 
with that at which the co-ordination of the War De 
partment bureaus and corps under existing law is dis-

continued. The figures prepared by the War Depart- 
ment indicated that the Army will be reduced to 225,- 
000 by Oct. 1. Whether this would be the appropriate 
time for the President to declare the emergency at an 
end is purely a matter of conjecture on which even 
Secretary of War Baker has refused to speculate. The 
Secretary of War was asked on June 30 whether the 
Army of 225,0000 reached in October would constitute 
the standing Army. He said that was a matter which 
the department had not yet considered. The interpreta- 
tion of the law, he said, was clearly for the Attorney 


General to determine. 

In any event the War Department, it is learned, will 
not prepare formal tables of organization for an Army 
of 225,000. Inasmuch as that figure will not be reached 
for three months and it is_expected to be changed as 
soon as Congress undertakes Army reorganization, it 
is held that it would be of no value to base Army oF 
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ganization on the figure which is apparently intended 


for the present to. be that of the standing Army. Secre- 

tary Baker said, in reply to the question as to: whether 

the reduction in enlisted personnel would necessitate 
the War Department’s abandoning its plans for organiz- 
jng along divisional lines, that he did not think it would 
necesztily do so. He expressed the opinion that~ at 
present at least there would be no change in the War 
Department plan. 

It was learned from other War Department sources 
that it is still contemplated to make use of all the divi- 
gional cantonments as already announced, the opinion 
peing expressed that when demobilization is finally 
completed there will probably be approximately two 
regiments stationed in each of the majority of the per- 
manent cantonments. The intention. of the War De- 
paxtment to station certain divisions in the territorial 
possessions of the United States will necessarily be 
modified. The plan under the new law will be to sta- 
tion troops in the territories according to the exigen- 
cies of the Service. Until definite reorganization has 
taken place no permanent assignments can be an- 
pounced. 

High ranking officers at the War Department are 
plainly at a loss as to what will be the outcome of the 
seeming paradox. As General March testified before 
the House Committee on Military Affairs on May 29: 
“The organization under the National Defense Act does 
not correspond to a modern Army organization at all.” 
In view of this fact Congress provided for the con- 
tinuation of the powers conferred by the Overman act 
to co-ordinate the various branches of the Service, but 
it has thus far failed to provide the proper legislation 
supplying the personnel necessary to maintain the sep- 
arate services which it has legislated into being. Chair: 
man Kahn, of the House Military Committee, has an- 
nounced that the committee will not hold its next meet- 
ing until Aug. 7, and he has also said that the reor- 
ganization of the Army will not be undertaken by Con- 
gress until officers have arrived in this country from 
overseas. It is not considered likely that - competent 
and satisfactory legislation can be passed much before 
the end of the year. This would leave an interim of 
several months during which the efficiency of the mili- 
tary organization will be seriously impaired unless im- 
mediate steps are taken to remedy the very obvious 
difficulties. Clearly, Congress must enact legislation 
to meet the conditions. It is at least necessary that 
the definite figures..as- to the number of. commissioned 
and enlisted personnel be determined on before final 
action is taken with regard to reorganization. Every 

,day the Army is losing valuable officers. The competi- 
tion with civilian enterprises which offer suitable re- 
wards for competent services is proving almost too keen 


for an Army which is in as unsettled a state as our - 


Army is while awaiting definite action by Congress. 
Congress owes it to the Army officers who have given in- 
valuable service in the time of emergency and owes it 
to the country to provide emergency legislation that will 
prevent the wholesale disruption of the military service.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
U.S. Navy Personnel under 250,000. 


Pursuant to the orders of Secretary Daniels to reduce 
the enlisted personnel of the Navy to 250,000 by July 1, 
the speeding up in releasing men has been so successful 
that on June 26 the total enlisted personnel was well 
below the Secretary’s limit. Orders have also been is- 
sued for hastening the release of the Reserves, the men 
who enlisted for the duration of the war and those en- 
listed after the declaration of war. An additional six 
per cent. to be cut off monthly, it is estimated, will 
bring the enlisted strength down to 191,000 by Oct. 1, 
the minimum strength provided for in the Senate amend- 
ment to the House appropriation bill. 

Navy to Kecp Many Reserve Offcers.. 

The signing of the peace treaty and the expectation 
that the President will shortly declare the national emer- 
gency at an end has aroused general interest among 
Naval Reserve officers, and the question is asked 
whether it is the intention of the Navy Department that 
all officers in Class 3 be placed on the inactive list at 
once. Inquiry at the department develops that this is 
not the intention, and that it is proposed to keep on 
active duty all the officers the Navy can use. Of course 
as troop movements cease the use for Class 3 officers 
will diminish and they will be placed on inactive duty as 
they can be spared. Another question which arises is 
as to what action will be taken in respect to Reserve 
officers undergoing extended treatment in various naval 
hospitals, particularly in respect to continuing treat- 
ment at such places and their pay. These officers, it is 
learned, will not be discharged until treatment is com- 
pleted, except in the case of incurables whose cases 
would be surveyed and report acted upon in each in- 
dividual case by the department. 

Flight Duty Only for Regular Navy. 

Bureau of Navigation orders of June 18 as amended 
on June 24 place new restrictions on appointments as 
ensigns, U.S. Naval Reserve Force, Class 5, for flying 
duty, owing to the rapid demobilization of the Navy, 
resulting in the fact that there is no longer urgent need 
for air pilots. Bureau of Navigation Circular Letter 
No. 84 provides that until further orders the first sub- 
paragraph of paragraph 17 (a) of Letter. No. 57-19 is 
suspended, and .the following will be substituted: 
“Flight training will be available only for the Regular 





Navy enlisted personnel who have already received duly 
authorized flight instruction or who enlisted for aviation 
duties under the provisions of assurance that they would 
be given opportunity to receive flight training. These 
men,, who must be citizens of the United States between 
the ages of twenty and thirty years and excellent officer 
material, may apply to the Bureau of Navigation via 
their commanding officers for provisional assignment as 
ensign, U.S.N.R.F., Class 5, or for training for this 
provisional assignment. They must have had no report 
within the two years immediately preceding their appli- 
cation for intoxication, liberty breaking or other serious 
offenses. Commanding officers are directed to submit 
applications for flight training for such men as are of 
unquestionable officer material and are eligible as stated 
above.” 
Volunteering for Submarine Duty Urged. 

Disappointment is expressed at the Navy Department 
over the failure’of the younger officers of the Navy to 
volunteer for. submarine duty in sufficient numbers. 
Recently a request for applicants was sent out, but the 
responses did not nearly meet the demand. Heretofore 
submarine duty has been strictly voluntary and a high 
professional standing was required of those who gained 
admission to this branch of thé Service. Many of these 
officers now desire to return to general service in order 
not to lose touch, but they are being held because no 
officers to relieve them are available. One reason for 
the present lack of applications for submarine duty is 
believed to be that comparatively young officers now 
hold relatively important duties on battleships and 
other large ships; but when the troop movements cease 
and the Navy returns to peace conditions these officers 
will again take positions normally commensurate with 
their rank. Submarine duty affords. an officer an oppor- 
tunity to command while very young and brings out 
those qualities which make him self-reliant and of espe- 
cial value to the Service in later years. There is a 
probability that a large number of new seagoing sub- 
marines may go into commission in the next eighteen 
months, and in this case opportunity will be afforded to 
young officers to get a command quickly. 

Navy Medal Board Report Completed. 

The board appointed by Secretary Daniels, of which 
Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight, U.S.N., is president, 
to consider the recommendations of awards of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross and the Medal of Honor to 
officers of ‘the U.S.- Navy has practically completed its 
work. It was expected that the report would be sub- 
mitted to Secretary Daniels about July 1. 
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RESIGNATIONS OF REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS. 

From an officer whose detail at the War Department 
places him in a position to know it is learned that more 
than 1,000 officers of the U.S. Army have resigned 
from the Service since the signing of the armistice. 
Asked to what he attributed this action, the officer stated 
that civilian demand for experts in various lines of en- 
deavor, whose experience had been matured by the war, 
was never so active and that very flattering offers from 
firms and corporations that were alive to the opportuni- 
ties arising during a period of reconstruction were too 
attractive for those officers to decline. Also there was 
naturally a feeling of unrest among the younger officers, 
who approached the period of transition from a big to a 
small Army with misgivings. They had in many in- 
stances considered that their work was practically done 
with the ending of hostilities and were inclined to fear 
the missing of the “main chance,” so to speak, by re- 
maining in the Army and encountering infrequent and 
meager advancement both in rank and in pay. This offi- 
cer named at least twenty Army officers who were due to 
return to their permanent ranks, ranging from first lieu- 
tenant to lieutenant colonel, who he believed had de- 
veloped into what he designated as “$25,000 a year” 
men. With civilian offers of big salaries on one side 
and the prospect of “demotion” on the other, he added, 
little blame could be recorded against these officers who 
had come out of a great war with splendid records. What 
effect it might have on the rising tide of resignations 
were Congress to pass legislation making permanent the 
temporary ranks held by Regular Army officers during 
the war this officer said he was unable to judge, but 
it was his belief that an inclination shown-now to re- 
ward the men who whipped the U.S. Army into shape 
to make victory certain might hold many a desirable 
officer in the Service. 
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THE Rep Cross IN THE WAR. 

A statemeut issued from headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, says a press despatch from Washington, 
shows that when fighting, in the Great War ceased the 
organization was operating twenty-two military hospi- 
tals, with 14,326 beds occupied. The Red Cross, it is 
stated, manufactured all the splints used by the Army, 
furnished the nitrous oxide gas used as an anaesthetic, 
constructed emergency hospitals, operated thirteen dis- 
pensaries, eight infirmaries and eleven convalescent 
homes, and supervised diet kitchens. It also met in- 
numerable calls from the Army for hospital supplies 
and equipment. In addition to this the Red Cross ex- 
tended assistance to 2,800 French hospitals. During 
the last nine months of 1918 it delivered for American 
wounded nearly. 22,000 dressings. It also. supplied 
nearly 77,101 surgical instruments, 15,300 pounds of 
drugs and 2;820 beds and cots. For the manufacture 


of nitrous oxide gas for the Army a plant was estab? ; 
lished at Montreau, and altogether it sent 3,832,986 
gallons of this anaesthetic to hospital operating rooms. 
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To ApoLtisH ARMY BLUE UNIFORM. 

Changes in uniform regulations now being prepared 
by the Operations Branch of the General Staff will abol- 
ish all blue uniforms for the Army “in the interests of 
efficiency, economy and simplicity.” ‘ Included in this 
sweeping change will be the dress, full dress, social eye- 
ning uniforms and the blue and white mess jackets. 
For the present, or until the matter of winter dress is 
determined, this would leave officers with only two uni- 
forms, the service uniform of olive drab cotton or wool 
and the white dress uniform. There is no indication of a 
change in the present regulations regarding the wearing 
of the white uniform. It will not be authorized in the 
United States until demobilization has been nearly com- 
pleted, it is believed. It is evident that the abolition of 
the blue uniform comes at a time when there will be 
little loss either to the Government or to individual offi- 
cers. -It haa, been worn but seldom since the first Mexi- 
can border trouble nearly ten years ago. The result is 
that very few officers will feel the loss involved. The 
same is true of the Government as the stock of blue uni- 
forms for enlisted men is now nearly exhausted. 
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WEARING UNIFORM UPON SPECIAL OCCASION. 
. 


Many requests are receives by the War Department 
from’ persons honorably discharged from the Service for 
authority to wear the uniform upon special occasions. 
The department calls attention to the fact that this 
authority already exists under the act approved Feb. 
28, 1919, which provides that any person who served in 
the U.S. Army, Navy (incliding Coast Guard), or 
Marine Corps in the present war may, upon honorable 
discharge and return to civil life, permanently retain 
one complete suit of outer uniform clothing, including 
overcoat, and such articles of personal apparel and 
equipment as may be authorized, and may wear such 
uniform clothing after such discharge: Provided, that 
the uniform shall include some distinctive mark or in- 
signia to be prescribed. The distinctive mark or insig-° 
nia prescribed is the red chevron, to be worn-on the left 
sleeve, above the elbow. These provisions apply to all 
persons who served in the U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps during the present war honorably discharged 
since April 6, 1917. Where such clothing and uniforms 
have been restored to the Government on discharge the 
same or similar clothing and uniform in kind and vdiue 
as near as may be shall be returned and given’ to such 
soldiers, sailors, and marines. 
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Alm DEFENSES OF CANAL ZONE, “ 

A board was recently appointed at Ancon, Panama 
Canal Zone, consisting of Col. Alston Hamfiton,”C.A.C. ; 
Lieut. Col. Louis F. Garrard, Q.C.; Major James B. 
Pascoe, M.C.; 2d Lieut. Charles B. ‘Austin, Air Ser. 
(Aeronautics), and Capt. Benjamin F. Harmon, C.A.C., 
Recorder, to -onsider and make recommendation on the 
following matters: Selection of sites for the estabJish- 
ment of four balloon companies for fire adjustment of 
Coast Artillery. The number and location of aerial 
units required for air defense of the Canal Zone, con- 
sidered in connection with all factors involved in the 
general question of canal defense and the use of all 
arms. The board was directed to consider the recom- 
mendations of all previous beards in connection with 
this subject, including those pertaining to seacoast 
fortifications, location of mobile garrisons, permanent 
magazines, storehouses, roads and arsenals, 








Mr. BaKER ON STATE OF DEMOBILIZATION, 


Secretary Baker occupied fifteen minutes on June 30 
assuring the newspaper correspondents that the deter- 
mination of the state of demobilization rested with the 
Attorney General rather than with the Secretary, of 
War. Various questions propounded with a view to as- 
certaining when war-time prohibition might be expected 
to become inoperative were all answered by Mr. Baker 
by the statement that demobilization would be declared 
at an end by the President upon the advice of the At- 
torney General. He suggested that the Attorney Gen- 
eral would doubtless consider information bearing on the 
subject obtained from all sources, and that it would be 
not improbable that the War Department would be con- 
sulted as to certain facts pertaining to the state of de- 
mobilization, but that the actual determination was not 
within the proyince of the War Department. 
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PHysIcAL RECONSTRUCTION TREATMENT. 

Statistics from the office of Major Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland, Surgeon General of the Army, show that cn 
July 1 there were 25,600 officers and enlisted men of 
the Army undergoing treatment in the twenty hospitals 
equipped for physical reconstruction work. In_ these 
hospitals 28,000 beds are available. All patients were 
wounded in action and are in such physical condition 
that they cannot be discharged. They will have to re- 
main under treatment. from two to four months, ec- 
cording to the nature of the injury. The work has 
proved highly successful and every convenience known 
to modern medical science ig available in the equipment 
of the. twenty hospitals. 7

THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) SESSION, 


After a session of thirty-eight days the Sixty-sixth 
Congress adjourned on July 1 until July 8. The Army 
Appropriation bill, carrying $775,000,000 and the Naval 
Appropriation bill, of $616,000,000, together with a de- 
ficiency measure of $25,000,000, all were completed on 
the night of July 1 and sent to the White House on the 
following day to await the signature of the President on 
his return from Paris, which is expected on July 8. 
The Army bill, as adopted, represents a decrease of 
$114,000,000 from the amount carried in the Senate bill, 
and provides for the maintenance of an average Army 
of 325,000 men during the fiscal year, which began on 
July 1. A bill appropriating $6,000,000 for the re- 
habilitation of disabled soldiers and sailors was also 
passed. 

With the passage of the Sundry Civil bill, all the de- 
layed appropriation bills are now disposed of and the 
decks are clear for consideration of Army reorganiza- 
tion in the House and the ratification of the Peace Treaty 
by the Senate at an early day.

No 
part of this appropriation shall be expended for the ac- 
quisition of radio stations in whole or in part used for 
the tran:’vission or reception of commercial messages. 

Appropriations for Naval Establishment shall be 
available for similar expenses of Coast Guard and 
Lignthouse Services while co-operating with Navy in so 
far as regular appropriations for these services are in- 
sufficient therefor. For completion of five Coast Guard 
cutters within limit of cost, namely, $3,500,000, fixed by 
the Act of March 28, 1918, $2,850,000 is appropriated. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to adjust 
and pay claims for damages (other than such as are 
oceasioned by vessels of the Navy) to and loss of pri- 
vately owned property, occurring : ubsequent to April 6, 
1917, where the amount of the ¢.aim does not exceed 
$500, for which damage or loss m.a in the naval service 
or Marine Corps are found to be respousible. All claims 
adjusted under this authority during any fiscal year 
shall be reported to Congress by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Accounting officers of the Treasury shall relieve any 
disbursing officer of the Navy charged with resp n.i- 
bility on account of loss or deficiency while in line of 
his duty, of Government funds, vouchers, records or pa- 
pers, in his charge, where such loss or deficiency ov- 
curred witheut fault or negligence on the part of said 
officer; the Secretary of Navy to determine. 

Interchange without compensation therefor, of mili- 
tary stores, supplies and equipment of every character, 
including real estate owned by the Government. is au- 
thorized between Army and Navy upon request of head 
of one service and with approval of head of other 
service. 

Investigation of fuel vil and gasoline adapted to 
naval requirements, question of supply and storage and 
availability of supply by naval reserves on public do- 
main, and extension of naval fuel-oil testing plant at the 
navy yard, Philadelphia, is appropriated for—$30,000. 

Except for emergency requirements no part of 
moneys appropriated in this act shall be used for pur- 
chase or acquirement in any foreign country of any arti- 
ele or articles or materials that, at time of proposed 
acquirement, can be manufactured or produced at rea- 
sonable prices in U.S. unless efficient operation of Navy 
necessitates purchase or acquirement elsewhere. 

No part of moneys appropriated in this act shall be 
used for purchase or acquirement of any article or arti- 
cles that, at time of proposed acquirement, can be man- 
ufactured or produced in Government navy yards of 
U.S., when time and facilities permit, for a sum less 
than it can be purchased or acquired otherwise. 





AGREEMENT ON ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


Final acceptance by the House and Senate on July 1 
of the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 5227), as amend- 
ed in conference carrying $775,000,000, provides the 
funds for an average Army of 325,000 men, with the 
expectation that with continuation of present rate 
of demobilization the strength authorized by the Na- 
tional Defense Act, 225,000, will be reached in a few 
months. We note below some of the more important 
povisions of law as they appear in the bill as it goes 
to the President.. 

Air Service. 

The appropriations for the Air Service are put at 
$15,000,000, and the following provisos are attached 
to the paragraph: 

The entire expenditures for the services of consult- 
ing engineers for the fiscal year 1920 shall not exceed 
$100,000; establishment of aviation stations in the 
Philippines shall not exceed ,000. 

Claims not exceeding $250 in amount for damages to 
persons and private property —- Se operation 
of aircraft at home and abroad may settled out of 
funds appropriated hereunder, when each claim is sub- 
stantiated by a survey report of a board of officers ap- 
pointed by the commanding officer of the nearest avia- 
tion post, and approved by Director of Air Service; 
claims so settled and paid from sum hereby appropriated 
shall not exceed in aggregate $150,000. 

Hereafter actual and necessary expenses only, not to 
exceed $8 per day, shall be paid to officers of Army 
and contract surgeons when traveling by air on duty 
without troops, under competent orders. 

Section 3648, Rev. Stat., shall not apply to sub- 
scriptions for foreign and professional newspapers and 
periodicals to be paid for from this appropriation. 

The Secretary of War is authorized and directed to 
establish and maintain at one or more established fiy- 
ing schools courses of instruction for aviation students. 

Aviation students shall be enlisted in or appointed to 
grade of flying cadet, Air Service, which grade is hereby 
established; provided, that the total number of flying 
cadets shall not at any time exceed 1,300. ‘The base 
pay of a flying cadet shall be $75 per month, including 
extra pay for flying risk as provided by law. The ra- 
tion allowance of a flying cadet shall not exceed $1 per 
day, and his other allowances shall be those of a prt- 
vate, first class, Air Service. 

Upon completion of a course prescribed for Aying 
cadets, each flying cadet, if he so desire, may ba dix

and commissioned as a second lieutenant in 
the cers’ Reserve Corps; provided, that the Secre- 
tary of War is authorized to discharge at any time any 
flying cadet whose discharge shall have been recom- 
mended by a board of not less than three officers. 
Organization, Pay and Personnel, 

As to the continuation of certain new arms of the 
Service which bave been in operation in the emergency 
Army the bill as adopted provides: “That the several 
organizations of the Army, to wit: The Chemical War- 
fare Service, the Air Service, the Construction Divi- 
sion, the Tank Corps and the Motor Transport Corps, 
with their powers and duties as defined in orders and 
regulations in force and effect on Noy. 11, 1918, shall 
be continued to and until June 30, 1920:” 

The pay due enlisted men of the Army shall not be 
withheld from them by reason of the fact that their 
service records or other official papers showing the 
status of their accounts. with respect to pay have been 
lost or not returned from overseas; and under such reg- 
ulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War 
these men may be paid upon their personal affidavit as 
to date of last payment and condition of their accounts ; 
provided that payments made in accordance; with such 
regulations (or which have already been made upon the 
affidavit of the soldier) shall be passed by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury to the credit of the disburs- 
ing officers making them. 

The provisions of Section 10 of the Act approved 
May 18, 1917, in so far as it increases the pay of the 
enlisted men of the Army are continued in force and 
effect from and after date of the approval of this act. 

Commutation of quarters and of heat and light $23,- 
0410; provided, that hereafter Army field clerks shall 
have same allowances and benefits as heretofore allowed 
by law to pay clerks, Q.M.C., not including retirement ; 
provided, however, that minimum or entrance pay, ex- 
clusive of said allowances, of said Army field clerks 
shall be $1,200 per annum; provided further, that Army 
field clerks shall receive same increase of pay for ser- 
vice beyo.d continental limits of U.S. as is allowed by 
law to commissioned officers of the Army; and provided 
further, that the Secretary of War is authorized to em- 
ploy, during present emergency and for a period not 
exceeding four monihs thereafter, such additional Army 
field clerks as may be necessary, not exceeding 4,272. 

For commutation of quarters and of heat and light 
for field clerks, Q.M. Corps. $76,800; provided, that 
said clerks, messengers and laborers shall be employed 
and assigned by Secretary of War to the offices and po- 
sitions in which they are to serve. 

Each dishonorably discharged prisoner upon his re- 
lease from confinement under court-martial sentence in- 
volving dishonorable discharge is to receive $10 and a 
suit of civilian clothing to cost not exceeding $15. 


Promotions and Appointments. 

The President is authorized to appoint— 

Col. William A. Simpson, U.S.A., retired to position 
and rank of brigadier general, retired. 

Major H. W. Daley, National Army, to position and 
rank of second lieutenant on the retired list. 

Capt. Daniel W. Hand, Field Art., to place on lineal 
list he would have occupied if he had not suffered loss 
of rank announced in G.O. 156, 1910, and to appoint 
him, an extra number, until absorbed in grade to which 
restored position requires. 

Col. Samuel R. Jones, U.S.A., 
general, retired. 

Officers of the Emergency Army appointed to the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps may be appointed therein to the 
grade held by them in the emergency Army or next 
higher grade, as the Secretary of War may direct. 


Administrative. 


Under “Contingencies of the Army” it is provided 
that “the restrictions herein recited concerning per- 
sonal services and amout allowable for per diem allow- 
ance shall not apply to so much of the funds herein ap- 
propriated as may be required to carry out the purpose 
of existing laws relating to sale of war supplies; pro- 
vided further, that none of the funds apprepriated or 
made available under this act shall be used for pay- 
ment of any salary in excess of $12,000 per annum to 
any civilian employee in the War Department; pro- 
vided further, that in addition to delivery of property 
heretofore authorized to be delivered to Public Health 
Service, Department of Agriculture, and Postoflice De- 
partment, the Secretary of Wart is hereby authorized 
to sell any surplus supplies including motor trucks and 
automobiles now owned by and in possession of Gov- 
ernment for use of War Department to any state or 
municipal subdivision thereof, or to any corporation or 
individual upon such terms as may be deemed best.” 

Under a penalty of $10,000 fine and/or imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, it shall be unlawful 
for any person who, as an officer or employee of the 
U.S. has at any time since April 6, 1917, been engaged 
on behalf of the U.S. and within the territorial limits 
of the U.S. in procuring supplies or settlement of con- 
tracts for supplies for the Military Establishment, with- 
in two years after his discharge or other separation 
from service of the Government, to en in the pros- 
ecution of claims against the U.S. arising out of any 
contracts or agreements for supplies for the Military 
Establishment. 

Not to exceed $3,500,000 of unexpended balances on 
June 30, 1919, of appropriation for registration and 
selection for military service are reappropriated and 
made available for completion, preservation and trans- 
portation of records pertaining to the draft, and to fur- 
nish to Adjutants General of the several states state- 
ments of service of all persons from those states who 
entered the military service during the war with Ger- 
many. 

The President is authorized, through the head of any 
executive department, to sell or lease real property or 
any interest therein or appurtenant thereto acquired 
by the United States since April 6, 1917, for storage 
purposes for the Army, which in the judgment of the 
President or the head of such department is no longer 
needed. 

For purchase of land contiguous to Walter Reed 
General Hospital, D.C., twenty-six and nine-tenths 
acres, more or less, for final location of Army Medical 
Museum, Surgeon Generals’ Library, and Army Medi- 
cal School, and for improvements now on the land to 
be purchased, $350,000 is appropriated. 

The exchange is authorized of the Army cold storage 
lant at Chicago, and to accept in part payment there- 

r a warehouse adjacent to the Army general supply 
depot in the city of Chicago, containing approximately 
$5,000 eqoere of storage space, er with the 

comprising the site of same. 
The Secretary of War is authorized te place at dils- 
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posal of American Red Cross such medical and sup»: 
cal supplies, and supplementary and dietary foodstult 
used in treatment of sick and injured now in Kuro 
and designed for but which are not now essentig] . 
needs of the A.E.F., or needed for use in military her 
pitals in the United States, or as military or hospital 
stores for the Army, to be used to relieve pressing needs 
of peoples of countries involved in the late war. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to turn over on 
request from other executive departments of the Gov: 
ernment, in his discretion, from time to time, Without 
charge therefor, such ammunition, explosives and other 
ammunition components as may prove to be or shal} 
become surplus or unsuitable for the Purposes of the 
War Department and as shall be suitable for use in the 
proper activities of other executive departments. 


National Guard. 


Among the provisions for the National Guard are 
the following: 

The Secretary of War is authorized to issue from 
stores now on band and purchased for the U.S. Army 
such articles of clothing and equipment matérie! as may 
be needed by the National Guard organized under the 
provisions of the National Defense Act. This issye 
shall be made without charge against militic appropria. 


tions and shall be reimbursed in kind for all Federal} 
property brought into service by state troops; provided 
that the provisions of Section 62 of the National De. 
fense Act shall be considered fulfilled if the first strength 
mentioned therein be attained by June 30, 1920, and 
the other increments provided therein be attained by 
successive years thereafter; provided further, that this 
shall not prevent any state from compliance with the 
provisions of said section 62; provided further, that 
the ‘appropriations and provisions of this act ref rring 
to the National Guard shall become applicable and avail. 
able upon approval of this act. 


Section 69 of the National Defense Act is amended 
to read: 

“Section 69. Enistments in the National Guard: Hereafter 
the period of enlistment in the National Guard shall be the 
same as is, or may be, prescribed for the Regular Army; pro 
vided, that ail persons who have served as enlisted men in the 
Army of the United States, or the Organized Militia of the 
several states, subsequet to April 6, 1917, and who have 
been honorably discharged from such service may within six 
months after such discharge or within six months after 


the passage of this act, enlist in the National Guard for 
a@ period of one year and may re-enlist for like periods, and 
that such enlistments shall not be counted in computing the 
proportion authorized to be enlisted for one year to conform 
to the period of enlistment prescribed for the Regular Army: 
provided further, that enlisted men in the National Guard of 


the several States now serving under contracts providing for 4 
six-year period of enlistment—three years in an active organ- 
ization and the remaining three years in the National Guard 
Reserve—shall be afforded an opportunity to enlist for the 
periods specified above, and upon entering into a new contract 
of enlistment for a period of three years under this authority 
shall be given credit for the period served under the old en- 


listment contract and the previous enlistment shall in such 
eases and with the consent of the enlisted men be canceled,” 

To comply with the provisions of Section 110, Na- 
tional Defense Act, it is provided that staff officers, in- 
cluding officers of Pay, Inspection, Subsistence and 
Medical Departments, appointed in National Guard, 
District of Columbia, shall have had previous military 
experience and shall hold their positions until they shall 
have reached age of sixty-four years, unless retired 
prior to that time by reason of resignation, disability, 
or for cause to be determined by a court-martial legally 
convened for that purpose, and that vacancies among 
said officers shall be filled by appointment from officers 
of National Guard, District of Columbia. 


Cantonments, Rifle Ranges, etc. 


The conferees amended the paragraph regarding con- 
tracts and camp site purchases to read: 

“That no part of the appropriations made herein nor any 
of the unexpended balances of appropriations heretofore made 
for the support and maintenance of the Army or the Military 
Establishment shall be expended for the purchase of real estate 
or for the construction of Army camps or cantonments except 
in such cases at National Army or National Guard camps or 
eantonments which were in use prior to November 11, 1918, 
where it has been or may be found more economical to the 
Government for the purpose of salvaging such camps or can- 
tonments to buy real estate than to continue to pay rentals or 
claims for damages thereon, and except where industrial plants 
have been constructed or taken over by the Government for 
war purposes and purchase of land is necessary in order 
to protect the interest of the Government. 

In connection with the appropriation for Q.M. sup- 
plies and services for rifle ranges for civilian instruc- 
tion it is provided that the governors of states, terri- 
tories or the commissioners of the District of Columbia 
may designate which team shall represent their respect- 
ive states, territories or district. 

The services of skilled draftsmen, civil engineers and 
gich other services as the Secretary of War may deem 
@cessary may be employed only in the office of the 
GQhief of Engieners to carry into effect the various ap- 
propriations for “Engineer equipment of troops,” “En- 
gineer operations in the field,” and other military ap- 
propriations, to be paid from such appropriations; pro- 
vided, that the expenditures on this account for 
the fiscal year 1920 shall not exceed $225,000. The 
Secretary of War shall each year, in the annual esti- 
mates, report to Congress the number of persons who 
are employed, their duties and amount paid to each. 

All material purchased under appropriations for Ord- 
nance Department in this act shall be of American man- 
ufacture, except in cases when, in the judgment of Sec- 
retary of War, it is to manifest interest of U.S. to 
make such purchases abroad, which material shal! be 
admitted free of duty. 

For execution of topographic or other surveys and 
preparation of maps for military purposes the Secre- 
tary of War is authorized to secure assistance, where- 
ever practicable, of U.S. Geological Survey, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, or other mapping agencies of Govern- 
ment in this work and to allot funds therefor to them. 


Various. 


For a memorial archway at Vicksburg, Miss., un- 
expended balance of $35,000 of an appropriation of 
Sept. 8. 1916, for the National Memorial Reunion and 
Peace Jubilee, held at Vicksburg, Miss., is reappropri- 
ated and the appointment of a commission to carry 
out the work of constructing the memorial is authorized. 

The Boughton Memoiral Association is authorized to 
erect and maintain a building on the military reserva- 
tion at Fort Leavenworth, the use of such portion of 
the ground floor of said buildings as may be necessary 
to be given to the Postoffice Department of the United 
States, free of charge, for the postoffice service of the 
reservation. 

For Mrs. Blanche Winters, as compensation and te 
lief for the loss of her husband, Charles F. Winters 
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who, while defending Government and soldiers’ funds at 
Camp Funston, was killed by Capt. L. R. Whistler, 
354th Inf., on Jan. 11, 1918, $10,000 is voted. 

The bill authorizes the extension of the compensa- 
tion privileges of the War Risk Insurance Act to Lieut. 
Frank Barber, Dorset Inf., British army, who lost the 
sight of both eyes by reason of a premature explosion 
during service as an instructor at Camp Wheeler on 
Feb. 14, 1918. 


ITEMIZING U.S. NAVY AVIATION. 


In the conference report on the Naval Appropriation 
pill in the Congressional Record of June 28 we find this 
paragraph: “On amendment No. 4: Applies to the an- 
nual appropriation ‘aviation,’ and -the House recedes, 
reducing the Senate amendment from $35,000,000 to 
$25,000,000, and itemizes the expenditures of the entire 
amount.” 

Also this: “Amendment numbered 4: That the Senate 
recede from its disagreement to the amendment of the 
House, numbered 4, and agree to the same with am 
amendment as follows: In lieu of said amendment in- 
sert the following: ‘$25,000,000 to be expended as fol- 
lows: For necessary aircraft and equipment for fleet 
use, $3,027,250; for the purchase abroad of five special 
trpe planes, $100,000; for the erection on Government- 
owned land of two hangars for two large dirigibles, 
53.700,000; for the construction of one rigid dirigible, 
$1,500,000; for tlie purchase abroad of one dirigible of 
tie latest type, $2,500,000; for the conversion of the 
1.8.8. Jupiter into an aeroplane carrier, $500,000; for 
she conversion of two merchant vessels into aircraft 
zonders, $700,000; for the maintenance and operation 
e* aircraft factory, helium plant and aircraft stations, 
$3,008,007 ; for continuing experiments and development 
work for all types of aircraft, $6,700,000; for flying 
equipment for Marine Corps advanced base units, 
$618,000; for general and miscellaneous contingencies, 
2,646,743; and the money herein specifically appropri- 
ated for ‘Aviation’ shall be disbursed and accounted for 
in accordance with the existing law as ‘Aviation,’ and 
for that purpose shall constitute one fund.” 

In the same issue of the Congressional Record there 
appears in the conference report of the Military Com- 
mittees as to the Army Appropriation bill: “Amend- 
ment numbered 9. Appropriations, Air Ser- 
vice: Creating, maintaining and operating,” ete. And 
the report as to the proviso appropriating $40,000,000 
for the Army Air Service sa nothing about “itemiz- 
ing” the expenditure of the ogre amount for the equip- 
ment of the Air Service. f 

Why, then, this specific law for the Navy and not for 
the Army? Or why not go further and itemize expen- 
ditures for every ship of the Navy if the Division of 
Aviation must be operated under such a plan? The 
answer is not to be had from the House Naval Com- 
mitteé, which, judging from its attitude, has plainly 
shown it regards aviation for the Navy as something 
that should not be taken seriously and that the experts 
of the Navy, who have come out of war with a sure 
grasp of the needs of the fighting ships for this great 
auxiliary arm are, as oné member erpresseu it, sus- 
pected of “having got hold of a big thing and hating to 
let go of it.” The House Naval Committee’s consist- 
ency is strikingly shown in the itemizing. For the pur- 
chase of a dirigible abroad it supplies $2,500,000. For 
the construction of a dirigible by the Navy it allows 
$1,500,000. This is arguing that if England, which has 
an established dirigible industry, can build the airship 
for $2,000,000 (Capt. T. T. Craven, director of Navy 
aviation, has explained that this is the cost of the ship, 
the $500,000 additional being for the sending of Navy 
men to England to learn the process of manufacture 
while the ship is under construction) the House Com- 
mittee figures that starting with: nothing the Navy can 
still build an airship at a cost less by half a million 
dollars than that charged by British manufacturers. This 
is nothing if not a left-handed compliment te the Navy. 
Congress apparently relies on the cleverness of the 
Navy to start a new industry from the ground up and 
beat the established industry abroad half a million decl- 
lars on a product costing two millions of dollars. 

The Naval Committee’s right to dictate to the Navy 
how the appropriation for aviation shall be spent may 
be non-debatable, but it is inconsistent to a degree, par- 
ticularly in a specialized branch in which the Navy, as 
well as the world, is still in infancy, and which because 
of its very nature is precariows. The Aviation Division 
of the Navy prepared its schedule of estimates with care 
and showed convincingly that it had very deeply consid- 
ered’ every item that entered into the estimate of 
$46,000,000. And the committees of both House and 
Senate, advised and informed.on every item by experts, 
cut the appropriation, the House by $31,000,000, the 
Senate by $11,000,000. And this in the face of the fact 
that America, having regained its lost, position at the 
head of aviation, must have the stimulus of Government 
encouragement to retain that position. Both the Army 
and the Navy have been consistently modest in aviation 
estimates. Both erred on the side of asking too little 
for their Air Services. 

Already France and Great Britain are in South 
America with airplanes, gaining a foothold in the mar- 
ket at our very door. And, after four years of the 
waste of war, Great Britain estimates her aviation ap- 
BOD, 000,00 for the year. at $335,000,000, France at 





00,000,000, and Italy is estimating a figure that will 
be far greater than our combined appropriation for the 
Army and Navy! The United States is admittedly the 
richest nation on earth, but measured by the action of 
her Congressional committees having to do with Army 
and Navy appropriations, the United States would ap- 
pear to be the poorest of the big. nations with which she 
was associated in the war.

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GreremMan U-Boat AT LARGE. 

Acting Secretary of State Phillips announced on July 
1 that an armed German U-boat destroyer, the UZ-21, 
flying a commercial flag, obtained fuel at the port of 
Molle, in southern Sweden on June 24 and then left 
for Gothenburg, where her commander and six men were 
allowed to land without passports and remain at a 
hotel on a promise to report daily to the police. The 
commander told Swedish custom officers that he had 
put into port for orders. The commander of the sub- 
marine is Capt. Helmuth von Ruckteschell. Accord- 
ing to the Swedish newspapers he stated at Molle that 
he escaped from Kiel on the evening of June 23, that 
he served for three years during the war aboard a U- 
boat and that he fled from Germany because-he ex- 
pected his name would be on the list of officers to be 





delivered to the Allies for trial. ‘he submarine sailed 
from Gothenburg June 26 for a destination unknown. 
The Swedish newspapers say the Swedish government 
is negotiating to purchase the submarine on which this 
German crew went to Molle and Gothenburg for use as 
a mine sweeper. The Swedish Foreign Office is investi- 
gating the incident.

ADMIRAL MAYO BIDS FAREWELL TO FLEET. 


An interesting incident in the history of the U.S. 
Navy took place» on board the U.S.S. Pennsylvania, 
lying in the harbor “of New York, on June 30, when Ad- 
miral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic Fleet, hauled down his flag to take up. his 
new duties in Washington, eventually as a member of 
the General Board of the Navy, with the permanent 
rank of rear admiral, as we have previously noted. He 
is succeeded as fleet commander by Rear Admiral Henry 
B. Wilson, U.S.N. The function was one in which 
many officers of the Navy, who are in port, and a num- 
ber of whom were accompanied by ladies of their fam- 
ilies and dthers, took part. ,The ship was dressed from 
bow to stern, over the tops. The affair took place on 
the after deck, the entire ship’s company being present, 
having been called to quarters at 4:45 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Admiral W. S..Benson, U.S.N., representing 
Secretary uf the Navy Daniels, said: “Secretary Daniels 
could not be here to-day and sends his regrets through 
me. I am here to express the appreciation of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to Admiral Mayo for his excellent 
command of the United States Fleet during the recent 
war.” Admiral Benson praised the morale of that 
part of the fleet wh:ch, during the war, had to remain 
inactive in Chesapeake Bay and other home ports. He 
ealled this inactivity the hardest and most tiresome of 
work, and said that the morale of the men, upheld by a 
sense of duty, spoke vélumes. He lauded the work of 
the Navy in the war, and spokg.of the wonderful work of 
the destroyers in landing troops safely. “The division 
of the fleet,” went on Admiral Benson, “is fundamentally 
wrong. It is necessary, though, to familiarize ourselves 
with the Pacific coast and the Panama Canal. That’s 
why we are sending Admiral Rodman through the canal 
to cruise thé Pacific with the Pacific Fleet. We want 
to know all about the Pacific.” The Admiral then 
turned to the officers, who were standing at attention, 
and saying that it was probably the last time he would 
address them, urged them to “keep together as brothers, 
be true to the high traditions of the Service and the 
standards of honor and devotion to duty.” 

Admiral Mayo, after reading the orders relieving him 
from command, said: “In relinquishing command of the 
United States Fleet I desire to express to the officers and 
men my deep sense of gratitude for the staunch support 
and loyal co-operation which at all times have been re- 
ceived from them. 

“Five and a half years ago it was my privilege to 
join the fleet as a division commander and to serve in 
such a capacity and as a force commander until June 16, 
1916, since which date I have had the honor to command 
the flect. 

“During this period, which has been filled with epoch- 
making events, the personnel of the fleet has by self- 
sacrificing devotion to duty upheld the glorious tradi- 
tions and augmented the illustrious records of achieye- 
ment, which make up the proud heritage of our naval 
service. A new and inspiring page has been aéded to 
the history of our country, and to this history the Navy 
has made a contribution of which we may all be proud. 

“No such result would have been possible if the ficet, 
which is our first line of offense as well as our first line 
of defense, had not built up by years of thorough and 
careful training a naval personnel possessing experience, 
resourcefulness and leadership. 

“This personnel, trained in the fleet before the com- 
mencement of the war, molded into shape the thousands 
of men who in the country’s hour of need, volunteered 
their services to the Navy. 

“These men, possessing intelligence, energy and pa- 
triotism, under the instruction and leadership of- the 
officers and men previously trained in the fleet, were 
within a few months meeting the submarine menace, 
making the seas safe for our transports, operating the 
transports which enabled our Army to put on shore in 
France sufficient force to exert a decisive influence in 
the land fighting, co-operating with the British Grand 
Fleet, mining and helping to ‘hold the passes of the 
North Sea, engaging in naval operations from the 
Arctic Sea to the Mediterranean, and last-but not least 
standing ready to meet here at home any and every 
menace which might threaten our coast, and while so 
engaged training intensively in order that the Navy’s 
effort might continue to increase in power. 

“As one Who shared with such personnel the com- 
radeship of service, and who knew its worth long before 
that worth was demonstrated to the worl, I now, with 
regret, take leave of the splendid officers and’ men who 
constitute it. I congratulate them on what they have 
done for the nation and the world and assure them that 
our association’ will always be my most cherished re- 
membrance. 

“In saying good-bye and Godspeed to all, I wish espe- 
cially to" thank the flag and commanding officers for the 
efficient and loyal support they have so generously given 
and to extend to the members of my staff grateful fecog- 
nition of the service they have rendered.” 


Admiral Wilson Takes Command. 


A salute of seventeen guns was then fired. ~ Vice Ad- 
miral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., read his orders to take 
command of the fleet, his flag was run up and seventeen 
more guns wer@ fired. At the request of Admiral Mayo 
the time honored custom of rowing a retiring admiral to 
the “beach” by officers of his fleet was omitted. Among 
the high ranking officers present at the ceremony of Ad- 
miral Mayo’s retirement were Vice Admiral Albert §. 
Gleaves and Rear Admirals Charles P. Plunkett, E. W. 
Eberle, Carlo B. Brittain, Hugh Rodman, R. BE. Coontz, 
James C. Glennon, Spencer S. Wood and Harry MclL. P. 
Huse, all U.S.N. 

Vice Admiral Wilson has assigned Rear Admiral 
Carlo B. Brittain as his chief of staff. 

Admiral Wilson, who was born in Canton, ‘N.J., Feb. 
23, 1861, has had a total sea service of over twenty- 
two years, and was previously in command of patrol 
forces in foreign waters with the rank of vice admiral. 
He was awarded the decoration of a Grand Commander 
of the Legion of Honor for his work while in command 
‘of the naval patrol and naval bases in foreign waters. 
Admiral Wilson was graduated from the U.S. Naval 
Academy in 1881, and_has sten service in different parts 
of the world, Im the battle of Santiago in 1893 he was 
a lieutenant aboas? Zhe by!Meship Indiana. From 1901 





to 1903 he served in the Asiatic Division and in the 
Philippines insurrection, and was navigator and execu- 
tive officer of the battleship Kentucky, the flagship of 
the late Rear Admiral Evans. 





THE FLEET UNDER ADMIRAL MAYO, 


When Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., lowered his 

flag on the Pennsylvania at New York on June 30 and 
relinguished command of the United States Fleet there 
was genuine regret at his departure. His ricanism, 
his ability as an oflicer, his modesty, his firmness and 
fairness; were the qualities that he displayed which won 
him universal respect. He turned over to his successor, 
Admiral Henry B. Wilson, an efficient and thoroughly 
trained fleet. 
_ He was the commander-in-chief of the American Fleet 
in the war, but owing to the fact that the British fleet 
controlled the sea and Germany only waged a subma- 
rine- war, he did not command abroad, but was left on 
this side. His fleet in home waters became the great 
training school for the new personnel which -had to man 
the transports and merchant ships. At the outbreak of 
war the Admiral and the work of the fleet were lost in 
mystery. The fleet retired beyond the Capes of the 
Chesapeake and trained thousands of men. ‘This was 
hard work and unthankful work, but work that had to 
be done. Transports and new ships had to be officered 
and it was natural that the fleet should lose many of 
its best officers, but in spite of it the general éfliciency 
of the fleet remained high. 

The peculiar conditions of the present war and effect 
of the submarine menace and the requirements of the 
transporting of large numbers of troops overseas made 
it necessary to distribute the various units of the fleet 
over large areas on more cr less diversified duties. One 
division of dreadnoughts was sent to join the British 
Grand Fleet, where they operated with credit. An- 
other division of dreadnoughts was sent to base on the 
‘Irish coast in readiness for offensive action against any 
German. raiders which might escape. Then there were ~ 
vessels assigned to the Transport, Cruiser, Destroyer, 
el’atrol and Mine Forces for Baty overseas. Ships of 
Battleship Forces 1 and 2 remained in home waters 
ready for active service and for training new officers 
and men. ' 

Upon taking command three years ago Admiral Mayo 
found practically only battleships operating with the 
flag. He brought together all forces to one organiza- 
tion, the Destroyer Force, Air and Submarine Force. 
The Train, that is the supply vessels gf the big ships, 
was organized and developed into its proper function 
of supplying and maintaining the combatant ships. The 
Admiral had the assistance of a carefully picked staff 
of his own selection. Capt. O. P. Jackson, one of the 
most brilliant and one of the youngest captains of the 
Navy, was the Admiral’s chief of staff. Commander 
Pye was the strategic officer and Commander Bingham 
in chargé of the fleet’s gunnery, and it may be 
that the marksmanship of the fleet established under 
the direction of Commander Bingham as fleet gunnery 
officer was astonishingly fine. In addition to the ordi- 
nary main and secondary gunnery exercises, special at- 
tention has been given to spotting practice, anti-aircraft 
and anti-periscdpe practice and the use of aircraft for 
spotting in connection with big gun firing. Twenty- 
eight fleet exercises have been held by.the commander- 
in-chief in which all possible phases of fleet war activi- 
ties have been worked out. An entirely new system of 
fleet tactics has been developed by Admiral Mayo 
his staff. : 

A standardized communication system was built up 
throughout the fleet. Its correct principle was indi- 
cated by the fact that ships of the fleet assigned to for- 
eign service and required to operate under foreign 
methods of signaling, were able quickly and satisfac- 
torily to adapt themselves to new and foreign methods. 
Admiral Mayo and his staff. assisted the Navy Depart- 
ment in getting out an entirely new system of codes, 
signal books and ciphers. Requirements of war 
robbed the fleet of a large proportion of Regular offi- 
cers and caused a dilution of Regular ofticer personnel. 
The system of training established by Admiral Mayo 
enabled Reserve officers to be utilized to an extent 
which would not have been thought possible before the 
war. In the enlisted personnel green recruits were like- 
wise trained and placed in poistions formerly occupied 
by experienced men with results which were very grati- 
fying. ‘ 

A new system of training men for the engineer force 
was adopted in which the training of all-round engi- 
neers was discontinued and new men were trained for 
only certain parts of the engineering trade. Certain 
ships of Battleship. Force 1 carried on this engineer 
training and by thf’ method it was~possible to meet 
the unprecedented demand for men in the engineering 
force of transports and new ships. ‘The question of 
morale has been seriously studied and in conjunction 
with the 6th Division of the Bureau of Navigation, ex- 
cellent results are being maintained. 

To summarize, the fleet was first built up into a 
proper fleet and trained for war as it might be ex- 
pected to oceur. In spite of adverse conditions of sep- 
aration and wide distribution of units the fleet was 
maintained with comparatively small loss in efficiency 
up to the signing of the armistice. It is Dow being 
brought back to its previous standard as a flect with 
the additional gains due to active war experience. 


FRANCE HONORS U.S. NAVY OFFICERS. 

An impressive ceremony occurred aboard the U.S.S. 
Pennsylvania on June 29, when the French government 
honored Admiral Mayo and thirty-three other U.S. Nay 
officers of various ranks with the decoration of the Legion 
of Honor. The affair took place in the afternoon. The 
French government was represented by Captain St. 
Seine, of the French navy, naval attaché of the French 
Embassy in Washington, and by Lieutenant Lefevre, 
also of the French navy and a member of the naval staff 
of the embassy. While the decorations were being con- 
ferred news was received aboard ship by radio that the 
peace treaty had been signed. Immediately a salute of 
twenty-one guns was given in honor of the histori¢ event 
at Versailles. 

The first officer to be decorated was Admiral Mayo, 
who received the rank ofsGrand Officer of the Legion, 
Captain St. Seine saying that it was given him because 
of the eminent and meritorious services rendered the 
Allied cause while he was the ranking American Nayy 
officer afloat during the Great War. The next officer 
decorated was Capt. Nachan C. Twining, who was Ad- 
miral Sims’s chief of staff in London, who was: made an 
Officer of the Legion, as were all those succeeding him. 
The others decorated were ee ae P. Jackson, 
chief of staff of the Atlantic ; Thomas P. Ma- 
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gruder, commanding the U.S.S. Nevada; John Halligan, 
chief of staff of Vice Admiral Wilson, who was the com- 
mender of U.S. nayal forces in France; G. Howe, who 
was flotilla commander of the destroyers operating in 
Freach waters, and T. R. Kurtz, in charge of opera- 
tions under Admiral Wilson. 

Also Comdrs. Frank P. Baldwin, retired, who was 
port officer at Brest, St. Nazaire and Bordeaux; R. P. 
Craft, U.S.S. Aphrodite; I. C. Johnson, who was port 
officer at Bordeaux; H. EF. Shoemaker, U.S.S. Prome- 
theus; D. W. Fuller, U.S.S. Tueker; Francis Cogswell, 
U.S.S. Cummings; Lieut.

Smith and C, F. Gilpin and Ensign H. G. Campbell, 
who were recently honorably discharged from the Ser- 
viee, and who were present in civilian clothes, were also 
made officers of the Legion. 
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ORDERS TO OUST THE NAVY LIBRARY. 


Moving is the “order of the day” within the confines 
of the State, War and Navy Building at Washington 
and the fact advertises itself, for a tour through the 
corridors of thi® spacious granite structure fends to 
convince one that it is one of the duties of the depart- 
ments sheltered therein to move in, out, up or down 
and to clutter the corridors with miscellaneous furnish- 
ings and files of records. The latest order for a re- 
moval, and one much to be regretted, will oust the Navy 
Department’s library. Incident to the end of the war 
and the dispersal of great staffs of clerks and the aban- 
donment of leased space transfer was made of the War 
Plaus Division of the General Staff and the Judge Ad- 
yocate General's Department from the War College and 
the Mills Building, respectively, to the already crowded 
confines of the State, War and Navy Building. Now to 
add to the pressure there has grown up in the State 
Department an expansive business in the passport 
branch. Here the addition to the force of girl clerks 
has been abnormal, due to the fact that thousands of 
aliens, sheltered in peace and comfort in this country 
during hostilities, are clamoring for passage back to 
their various fatherlands. As a direct result of this 
exodus of non-Americans, who have little claim for con- 
sideration from the American government, orders have 
gone forth that the Navy Department must remove its 
library from the building in order to furnish space for 
the girl workers on passport papers. 

The Public Buildings Commission, of which Senator 
Reed Smoot of Utah is chairman, filed its order on 
Secretary Daniels on June 25, with the request to va- 
cate by July 1. The Navy Department retains its space 
in the new Navy Building. 17th and B streets, N.W., 
“except 8,000 feet of contiguous office space to be se- 
lected by the Secretary of the Navy and turned over to 
the Treasury Department for use of the Public Health 
Service.” In the State, War and Navy Building the 
Navy keeps the “space now occupied therein, except the 
Navy Library rooms. The Navy Department will va- 
cate immediately,” etc., the order says. Strange as it 
may appear, Secretary Daniels approved this order, 
doubtless without deep thought and considering only 
the proximity of the officers of the department and the 
library if housed in the new Navy Building. As to 
proximity, books are supplied, and have always been so 
supplied, to any officer on telephonic request in the 
space of seven minutes; quicker, no doubt, than the 
same service could be performed by messenger inside 
the Navy Building. The plan is to move the Navy 
Library to the first floor of the Navy Building, which 
means books close to the swampy ground on which this 
structure was erected. That of itself is sufficient to 
condemn the plan as jeopardizing the invaluable records 
of the library. which run back to 1400 and which dre 
rich in treastres collected through the interest of the 
officers of the Navy in this library, an interest which 
dates back to the early years of the last century. The 
new Navy Building ts “semi-permanent,” with cement 


floors, which had to be covered with quarter-inch thick. 


linoleum in order to keep out dampness. It has been 
stated that inside of bess than a year,_the linoleum on 
the ground floor rooms is showing di§integration from 
the dampness which all efforts at draining have failed to 
conquer. 

Tho library moving matter was recommended to Col. 
Clarence S. Ridley, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., in charge 
of Public Buildings and Grounds in the District of 
Columbia and military aid to the President, who passed 
it on to the Smoot commission. It is doubtful if the 
library was considered except as occupying so much 
space on a floor diagram, and it looked to be a good 
space in which to shift the alien passport clerks from 
downstairs in the State Department. The Navy 
Library has occupied four rooms built for the library 
and most suitable for that purpose. Height was gained 
by carrying the domed ceiling up through the fifth floor. 
Constructed ,as_a part of the building, which was 
erected from plans of Mullet, the famous architect of 
the days of President, Grant’s first administration, the 
installation of books, documents and manuscripts was 
begun under the direction Gf Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker, U.S.N., while he was Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, 1881-89. Admiral Walker succeeded in 
having all the Navy volumes in the various bureaus 
consolidated, and to-day there are on the shelves 48,260 
volumes of books, periodicals, Congressional documents 
and original manuscripts, including the muster rolls of 
the war of 1812, the only ones in existence. The bean- 
tiful marble panels in the main reading room were pre- 
sented to the Navy Department by France, Spain and 
Italy, and the onyx panels by Mexico. The Minton til- 
ing on the floors was presented by Great Britain. The 
library is equipped with steel book racks, built in, and 
beautiful furnishings in various hard woods. During 
the war this was a busy. place indeed, when all manner 
of records were made use of by the hundreds of news- 
paper correspondents in Washington. 

t is believed that were State Department officials 
cognizant of the destructiveness of the proposed move 
of its passport branch to the library space they would 
reconsider and be convinced that it would be more eco- 
nomical for the State Department and a gracious action 
toward the Navy Department to make other plans and 


leave the library undisturbed as it has been since early 
im the °70’s. The library has been placed under Rear 
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Admiral Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., director of Naval 
Intelligence, who has placed Capt. Charles C. Marsh, 
U.S.N., chief o® the Historical Section, in charge. Cap- 
tain Marsh, recently detailed to the section, served dur- 
ing the war as chief of staff of the Ist Naval District. 
The Historical Section has been at work for months 
collating material for the history of the U.S. Navy in 
the Great War and the work has now advanced to the 
point where the real writing is to begin, and Captain 
Marsh is convinced that this can best be done in the 
Navy Library as at present situated, with its thou- 
sands of volumes undisturbed and at hand for ready 
reference. Navy officers who have worked in the library 
and appreciate its situation and its conveniences were 
free in voicing indignation over the order for removal 
and the consensus appeared to be that it was wholly 
unnecessary. All expressed the hope that the order 
would be rescinded and that the State Department 
would forego a demand that would disturb so useful, 
well established and highly appreciated an adjunct to 
the Navy Department. 
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RIGID DIRIGIBLES AND THE U.S. NAVY. 

The proposed initial outlay by the U.S. Navy of ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 for rigid lighter-than-air craft, 
of the so-ealled Zeppelin type, is*a move that is founded 
en sound ‘principles, as it will increase -the efficiency of 
our fleets by giving them increased and necessary facili- 
ties for spotting and scouting in battle and in convoy 
work during war. In considering the Navy's plans it 
is well to keep in mind the peculiar usefulness of the 
rigid dirigible to the United States. The fine weather 
generally prevailing in the Pacific and in the Caribbean, 
together with the great areas over which scouting would 
have to be carried on in the event of war, would give 
to the rigid airship a value almost inconceivable. In- 
deed, it is difficult to see how observations over these 
vast regions could be covered as successfully by means 
other than through the agency of aircraft. They are 
now the eyes and ears of a fleet. 

“It ig but common sense to fecognize the fact that un- 
less a start is made in the near future in the building 
of airships of the rigid type the lead already taken 
abroad would entail almost insurmountable difficulties 
for those in the United States who aim to compete with 
the leaders in this branch of aviation activity In study- 
ing Navy aviation during the war, particularly in the 
later phases of the struggle, the immense value for fleet 
work of both lighter-than-air and heavier-than-air craft 
is impressive; despite the fact that the unfavorable fiy- 
ing weather and conditions of visibility usual in the 
North Sea and the Channel militated greatly against 
them, they performed wonderful work. The narrow 
waters separating opposing forces in the North Sea and 
the Channel were a factor of importance to heavier- 
than-air machines. Allied aircraft by heading to the 
westward when in the North Sea. or to the eastward on 
the French coast, were sure of making a land fall in 
friendly territory. Similar conditions might be encoun- 
tered in the immediate vicinity of our own coasts, but 
circumstances might be widely different in warfare 
waged elsewhere and would give added importance to 
lighter-than-air machines. Certainly in operating™ be- 
yond the radius of a friendly shore the methods of the 
recent past would be subject to change. Reconnaissance 
at the present time would seem to be a major role of 
naval aviation. The vast power which may now be ap- 
plied in military operations, both on land and sea, the 
high speed with which large forces may be moved, the 
great number of units making up armies and fleets, and 
the immense areas over which operations extend, make 
the prompt and accurate procuring of intelligence of 
supreme importance. Certainly from high in the heav- 
ens, when conditions permit, information of movements, 
dispositions and numbers can be most readily procured 
by lighter-than-air craft. Also, it is evident that to 
deny to the enemy an ability to obtain imformation 
through the agency of his airships is now an absolute 
requirement. It is known that the Germans, through 
the agency of the Zeppelin, were able to fix the position 
and disposition of the British fleet on the day following 
the battle of Jutland.“ Admiral Jellicoe in his book, 
The Grand Fleet, 1914-16, states: “The German Zeppe- 
lins, as their numbers increased, were of great assist- 
ance to the enemy for scouting, each one being, in favor- 
able weather, equal to at least two scout crnisers for 
such a purpose.” 

We know now that the European nations engaged in 
the World War have created organizations as well as 
an interest which will insure on their parts further, im- 
mediate and rapid progress in the mastery of the air, 
particularly through the use of the rigid airship, in 
which the United States has not even made a start. 
The problem for us, therefore, is to organize for a start, 
begin work with the goal the greatest- advance in the 
world in the design and production of this class: of air- 
ship, and to gain a place abreast with the leaders in a 
field open to all and which offers tremendous possibili- 
ties. And to the U.S. Navy belongs great credit in- 
deed for its foresight, its enterprise and its recognition 
of this absolutely necessary auxiliary to the fleets, that 
it has adopted a program which promises to win for 
the United States its rightful place abreast of the lead- 
ers in this field. Let us turn a deaf ear to the low 
voice of the old conservatism warning against progress 
on the ground that some steps toward it. may be faulty. 
That low voice is the same as that which history records 
as protesting against the use of metal as a material for 
the construction of the hulls for warships, and against 
the abolition of the lofty spars and sails as an auxiliary 
if not a primary means for the propulsion of these ves- 
sels. Let us hearken rather to the note of progress and 
give recognition to the enthusiasm and the optimism 
which sees not far off the solution of almost all the vex- 
atious problems of war. In the Navy a carefully di- 
rected policy and systematized employment will develop 
sound understanding of the use and the limitations of 
the air and cause mere theory and surmise to give way 
to the irrefutable arguments of practice. On the part 
of the nation there is needed a driving power behind 
and a strong supporting influence sustaining wide vision 
and enthusiasm, and unless these influences are realized, 
and shortly, aviation in the United States will continue 
to suffer. 
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Sar LAUNCHINGS. 

The U.S. destroyers Moody and Henshaw and the 
submarine R-10 were launched at Quincy, Mass., June 
28, 1919. The Moody, christened by Miss Mary Kk, 
Moody, of Haverhill, sister of the late Associate Justice 
William H. Moody of the Supreme Court and a former 
Secretary of the Navy, for whom it was named, went 
down the ways half an hour before the Henshaw, named 
for former Secretary of the Navy David Henshaw. The 
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R-10 was christened by Mrs. Philip C. Ransom, wife of 
its commander, Lieutenant Ransom. 
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NAVY TRANSATLANTIC FLIERS HONORED, 
Arrival at Hoboken. 


Lieut. Comdr. Albert C. Read, U.S.N., who completed 
the first transatlantic air flight in the Navy seaplane 
NC-4, arrived in New York from Brest on June 27, to- 
gether with Comdr. John H. Towers and Lieut. Comdr. 
P. N. L. Bellinger, and their crews, of the two seaplanes 
that attempted the flight but just failed of attaining the 
half way goal of the Azores. At the Port of “Debarka- 
tion, Hoboken, an official reception was held, Rear Ad- 
miral James H. Glennon, U.S.N., representing the Navy 
Department. Addressing Commander Towers as com- 
mander of the division that made the flight, he said: 

“In the name of the Seeretary of the Navy I welcome 
you home and congratulate you upon your splendid 
achievement which has added so much luster to your- 


selves and to the United States naval service.” The 
returning officers and men were then presented to the 
Navy and Army officers present, among whom were 
Capt. Powers Symington, chief of staff of Admiral 
Glennon; Lieut. Comdrs. T. B. Hassler and W. P. 
Frost, Commanders Cabaniss, Gill and Snyder, and 


Lieut. J. R. Gibson, all of the Navy, and Brig. Gen. 
George H. McManus, in command at the Port of De- 
barkation; Cols. Arthur Miller, Oliver Eskridge and 
James A. Marmon, Major Henry Miller and Capt. King 
Snell, all U.S.A. 

Congratulated by Secretary Daniels. 

Surrounded by a group of distinguished Army and 
Navy officers, in the office of Secretary Daniels, the 
commanding officers and crews of the trans-Atlantic 
seaplane flight squadron were officially welcomed at 
Washington on June 30. They were received by the Sec- 
retary, who after greeting each of the fliers and shaking 
his hand, made the following address of welcome: 

“I congratulate all of you gentlemen upon the achieve- 
ment, epoch making in the history of the world. I 
share with Commander Read his very splendid utter- 
ance that his only regret was that all the seaplanes did 
not get across; not due to lack of judgment and courage 


and skill, but because of obstacles that could not be 
overcome. I congratulate you, and aH America is -proud 
vf you. You have made a new day and accomplished 


what not the wisest among us can see the end of. We 
van cross the Atlantic, as you have demonstrated. We 
can cross the Pacific. We can fly around the world. I 
am one of those who believe that aviation is in its in- 
fancy, for you ,have blazed the way and shown the 
world what can be done. ‘I congratulate you and feel 
proud of being in the Navy and living in close tonch 
with such heroes as you have shown yourselves to be 
IT am glad to see you all home again. You have given 2 
new glory to naval operations.” Comdr. John H. Tow 
ers, U.S.N,, senior officer of the squadron, thanked the 
Secretary on behalf of his comrades. Among those pres- 
ent were Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, Rear Admiral 
J. S. McKean, assistant chief of naval operations, and 
Capt. T. T. Craven, director of Navy aviation. Secre- 
tary Daniels announced his intention to recommend that 
Congress strike a special medal and extend the thanks 
of the nation to Commander Towers and to Lieut, 
Comdrs. Albert C. Read and Pacrick N. L.’ Bellinger, 
and the members of the crew of the three seaplanes. 
While all the participants in this pioneer achievement 
of conquering the air between America and Europe 
would be included in the projected legislation, Secre- 
tary Daniels favors some special distinction to be shown 
Lieutenant Commander Read and the crew of the NC-4 
for having completed the flight. 
Banqueted in New York. 

The American Flying Club gave a dinner at the 
Hotel Commodore, New York city, on July 2, in honor 
of Commander Towers, Lieutenant Commanders Read 
and Bellinger. Lieutenant Commander Read, in a 
speech said, in part: “While I am naturally for naval 
or military aviation first, secondly I consider -civilian 
aviation as one of the most important fields in which 
to encourage development in the future. As to the pos- 
sibilities and value of flying, not only for military and 
naval purposes, but for business in general, people are 
inclined to think flying consists of taking a light, fast 
machine and putting it through a series of wonderful 
stunts. They forget the possibilities of the big ma- 
chine in carrying tons of weight, tons of bombs, guns, 
or tons of cargo or passengers. It is therefore evident 
to me that one of the most important duties of all who 
are interested in the advance of the art is to embark on 
an extensive campaign of education. When the people 
realize these things which we fliers realize, and those 
people who have studied the question realize, then they 
will get behind the proposition in the way that the 
British always have been behind the proposition of cre- 
ating a large and powerful Navy and are now behind 
the proposition of creating a large and enormous air 
force.”

Fine Record of U.S.S. Seneca. 

The U.S. Coast Guard cutter Seneca, Capt. M. S. 
Hay, and formerly in command of Capt. William J. 
Wheeler, arrived at New York, July 2, after an ab- 
sence of twenty-two months in European waters on 
convoy and patrol duty. She was attacked by subma- 
rines and made some notable rescues of persons at sea. 
Captain Wheeler while in command was specially in- 
vited to Windsor Castle and was personally thanked by 
the King of England for the rescue of the captain and 
erew of the British gunboat Cowslip, which was tor- 
pedoed and sunk off Gibraltar last October. Captain 
Wheeler carried on the rescue despite the fact that the 
captain of the sinking Cowslip sent out a wireless warn- 
ing message, “Don’t come near us. Four U-boats are 
in our vicinity.” The Seneca replied, “We are coming 
anyway.” She rescued the entire ship’s company with- 
out the loss of a man. When volunteers were called to 
take a torpedoed vessel into Brest, eleven of the crew 
under Lieut. Fletcher W. Brown boarded the ship and 
made for Brest. A storm came up and the ship was 
broken to pieces, all being drowned except Lieutenant 
Brown, who was rescued.

SHOOTING CONTESTS, 3D DIVISION, U.S.A. 


The 3d Division, Regular Army, Major Gen. R. L. 
Slowze, commanding, held one of the greatest small arms 
@ompetitions and auxiliary weapons shoots on the divi- 
@ion range at Wehr, Germany, from June 2 to 16 in- 
elusive, in the history of the Army. The purpose of 
this competitive shoot, as General Howze explained, 
“was to quicken the interest of all in the very necessary 
technique of small arms firing.” The range of the divi- 
sion consists of thirty-six targets with firing points at 
all ranges up to 1, yards, and it is ver with a 
complete telephone system, turf firing points.

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SMALL ARMS EXHIBIT, A.E.F. 

The small arms ordnance exhibit at the A.E.F. rifle 
and pistol competition held in May on the d’Auvours 
range, Belgian Camp, Le Mans, France, proved such a 
success that it was continued during the Inter-Allied 
shoot which began on June 23. Furthermore, Brig. 
Gen. W. E. Welsh, U.S.A., commanding the A.E.F. 
competitions, recommended that an ordnance exhibit be 
attached to all future Army competitions. 

The exhibit was organized by Lieut. Col. James E. 
MeNary, O.D., chief of uipment Section, and Major 
James Spiers, O.D., chief of the Machine Gun and Small 
Arms Section, U.S.A. The display included the vari- 
ous types of small arms and machine guns and small 
arms and machine gun equipment used by the various 
American services during the war. An average of 300 
officers and men visited the exhibit daily, and nearly all 
of them saw equipment which was absolutely strange 
to them. American troops were thrown into the fight 
so rapidly that uniformity in arms and equipment was 
an impossibility. For example, three types of machine 
guns — Hotchkiss, Vickers and Browning—and four 
types of automatic rifles—Chauchat, French model, 
Chauchat, American model, Lewis and Browning— 
were in use at the same time. Differences in equipment 
were a great deal more numerous. 

Colonel McNary holds that while undoubtedly a great 
many individuals may have profited by what they saw, 
the big gainer from the exhibit was the Ordnance De- 
partment itself. Both Colonel McNary and Major 
Spiers induced the visitors, particularly the. enlisted 
men from the combat divisions, to express their opin- 
ions and offer suggestions regarding arms and equip- 
ment, — obtained several suggestions of real value, 
they said.

VACANCIES, U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 


The War Department authorizes the following state- 
ment from the office of The Adjutant General : 

The privilege recently extended to Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress who have vacancies at the U.S. 
Military Academy, to nominate candidates to present, 
prior to June 25, 1919, satisfactory educational certifi- 
eates in lieu of mental examination for admission on 
July 10, 1919, has been extended to Aug. 1, 1919, the 
successful candidates to be admitted to the Academy on 
Aug. 6, 1919, unless their certificates are approved in 
time for admission on July 10, in which event they will 
be admitted on the last named date.

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THE CLASS OF 1923, NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., July 1, 1919. 

The class of 1923, just forming at the Naval Academy, has 
the same high ambitious spirit exhibited by classes that have 
preceded it, and its mind may well be shown in the expression 
of one of them, a stalwart Georgian, ‘It doesn't pay to be » 
slacker in anything.” P 

The class has begun active work in «nletics. The tennis 
eourts are filled in the recreation hour with players; baseball 
practice has begun on Worden Field, and recently the crew 
squad met at the tank and began work on the rowing machines. 
Lieut. Comdr. Joseph R. Morrison, U.S.N., is here to coach 
them, and says there is some fine material in the class. The 


swimmers report daily for practice in the tank itself, 

The days are busy ones for the naval neophytes, getting 
clothes, arranging lockers, and performing the duties assigned 
by the summer schedule “H,” 1919. This schedule begins on 
Mondays, in the first period, from 8 to 9:30 a.m., with two 
battalions at the rifle range and two at Infantry drill. In the 
second period, from 10 to 11:30 a.m., two battalions have 
rifle range work and two seamanship drills. The latter drill 
is practical work in the steam engineering department. In the 
third period, from 1:30 to 3 p.m.,; two battalions are in the 
gymnasium executing setting-up drills, to take the civilian irreg- 
ularities out of the new midshipmen’s physiques and to give 
their bodies a military alignment. 

Two battalions take practice in the mechanical engineering 
and naval construction department. In the fourth period, from 
8:30 to 4:45 p.m., two battalions have seamanship, and two 
gymnasium work. In the fifth period, from 8 to 9:30 p.m., 
the midshipmen study the regulations of the Academy. 

Monday’s schedule is a fair sample of the work of the other 
days of the week, but there are several variations. On Tues- 
day, in the fifth period, in addition to study, there is seaman- 
ship, On Wednesdays, in the second, third and fifth periods, 
there is instruction in English. On Thursday again instruction 
in English in the fifth period to all the class. On Fridays 
swimming is added to the third period, and on Saturdays in- 
struction in swimming in the second period. In the fifth period 
the midshipmen are shown moving pictures. The fourth period 
on Wednesdays is recreation, as are the third and fourth periods 
on Saturdays. 

On Sundays all studies and drills are omitted except regular 
formations and a study period after supper and -before gun- 
fire, at 9:30 p.m. Midshipmen must go-to church either in 
2s town or attend Academy chapel services. Church partiég, 








under proper regula-ions, are permitied to attend the different 
churches ‘in Arrapo.*: * 4 ‘. ti s 

The rowing periods,, with ‘twelve-foot oars, in the summer 
sun require heroic-work, and.blisters form on the hands of. the 
novices until they become used to the exercise. This strenuous 
drill emphasizes the fact that “they are in the Navy now.” 

The Fourth Class program changes on Sept. 1; In’ modern 
language the 1st and 3d summer battalions study Spanish and 
the 2d and 4th summer battalions French. For the academic 
year 1919 the 4th class of-.each. odd: numbered company of 
the regiment studies French. and each numbered company of 
the regiment Spanish. ’ 

Where a drill involying physical exercise is followed by a 

recitatién period, the drill officer “dismisses in’ sufficient time 
for a bath and necessary change of clothing required for the 
recitation. 
_ The new order of things, and a very important one, estab- 
lished by quartering a dozen ensigns among the new fourth 
classmen, is still in progress and the authorities are convinced 
that it will accomplish good results: This is apparent, since 
it is a rule- among midshipmen even on duty, not to report 
violations of discipline committed by their own classmen. It 
has always hampered the disciplinary measures of the school. 
Plebes know these rules before they enter the Academy and 
put them in force at once. They were met this year by) this 
‘‘stone wall’’ in carrying out this custom and usage of old, 
commonly called in academic yernacular ‘‘a rate.’’

Camp Devens, Mass., July 1, 1919 
The Reserve Officers Training Corps Infantry Camp opened 
at Camp Devens, Mass., on June 21 with approximately 400 
students from the schools and colleges of the first and sec- 


ond districts. The first district comprises the New England 
states, with headquarters in Boston. The second district 
comprises New York and New Jersey, with headquarters in 
New York. 

Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, U.S.A., commander of Camp 
Devens, has placed all available facilities at the disposal of 
the R.O.T.C. camp staff, and every effort is being put for- 
ward te make the camp a successful and attractive educa- 
tional and instructive vacation for the students. In addi- 
tion to the three courses scheduled, junior, senior basic and 
senior advanced, equitation and swimming, athletics in all 
forms and social features, as well as the activities offered 
by the Y.M.CA., K. of C., Jewish Welfare Board and War 
Camp Community Service, and other camp activities, are be- 
ing placed at the disposal of the students. 

At the close of this, the first week of the camp, the eager 
and enthusiastic students, the majority of whom were with- 
out military training or discipline, have attained an unex- 
pected degree of efficiency. In addition to the publishing of 
the efficiency report of the companies daily, this report is 
registered on large thermometers for each company, con- 
structed in the vicinity of the camp headquarters, showing 
the degree of efficiency of each company, and from this set 
of thermometers the general average is computed and regis- 
tered on a second set of thermometers. This means of pub- 
lishing the efficiency of the companies has been a noticeable 
factor in stimulating esprit.

4TH MINNESOTA—COL., H. A. BELLOWS. 


The 4th Regiment, Infantry, Minnesota, National Guard, 
took a notable part in the prompt relief work that was ar- 
ranged upon the occasion of the cyclone that partly destroyed 
Fergus Falls, Minn., on June 22. At 9:50 pm. on that day 
Governor Burnquist requested Colonel Bellows, by telephone, 
to place as large a detachment of the regiment as possible on 
board a special train that would leave Minneapolis for Fergus 
Falls at eleven o'clock. At 12:.25, when the relief train actu- 
ally Jeft Minneapolis, five officers and 102 enlisted men had 
been entrained with full equipment,.and a total of thirty offi- 
cers and over 200 men had reported for duty. 

The detachment, which was formed into a provisional com- 
pany under command of Capt. Hervey F. Fisk of Company I, 
consisted of men from all three battalions, and of twelve from 
the Sanitary Corps, under command of Lieut. Cecil W. Coad. 
Many men remained at the armory all night, waiting for a pos- 
sible call. Major Frederick W. Beecher went with the detach- 
ment, which was officered, in addition to Captain Fisk, ‘ by 
Lieuts. R, C. Wright and H. S. Davis. On June 25 Captain 
Fisk, who was injured while on duty in the devastated dis- 
trict, was releived by Capt. Otte OC. Bauer of Company F. The 
detachment remained at its task of guard duty and relief work 
until the end of the week, when it was relieved by another 4th 
Regiment detail, which is still on duty. The K Company mess, 
which formed part of the provisional company, fed all uni- 
formed detachments of militia sent to the scene of the disaster,

STARS AND STRIPES OF THE A.E.F. 

The Stars and Stripes, late organ of the A.E.F., 
hauled down its flag with its issue of June 13, 1919, and 
reverently laid it away, the final issue of that famous 
publication having appeared on the date mentioned. The 
first number of the paper appeared on Feb. 8, 1918. It 
served the cause and the Army well. In its “good-bye” 
editorial it says, in part: “It was old John W. Dough- 
boy—using ‘doughboy’ in the all inclusive sense—that 
made this sheet what it was, by setting up before it those 
examples of heroism, pluck and endurance which it has 
been its privilege and glory to chronicle for all the 
world to read.” Replying to its own question “what 
The Stars and Stripes did in the Great War,” it says: 
“To begin with, The Stars and Stripes is, as far as we 
know, the only sub-division of the A.E.F. that does not 
claim to have won the war single-handed. Why this is 
so we cannot tell. ‘Perhaps it is because we never had 
more than two marines on the sheet at one time. Just 
now one of them is away somewhere (as usual) and 
the other is but recently acquired. Perhaps it is be- 
cause—rumor to the contrary notwithstanding—we have 
no personnel recruited from the overseas Y.M.C.A. We 
are content ~ rest on the appraisal of two of our chiefs, 
one the C.-in-C., the other the former commanding gen- 
eral of the S.O.S., and now the A.E.F.’s C. of S., as to 
our part in the struggle. Suppose we let it go at that.” 
The editorial adds that the paper was “started on a 
shoestring and bloomed in the course of twelve months 
to a circulation of 526,000.’ 

After sixteen months of service getting out the Stars 
and Stripes, the official newspaper of the A.E.F.,, the 
staff, comprising 145 men and two officers, left Paris on 
June 19 on the way home. A small force remains be- 
hind to liquidate straggling accounts. A check for ap- 
proximately $700,000, it was announced, soon will be on 
its way to the United States Treasury at Washington, 
representing the net profit of the publication at the 
time of its suspension on June 13. This surplus orig- 
inally was to be turned over to the French war orphans, 
for whom a fund had been started by the Stars and 
Stripes, the contributors being individual members and 
units of the A.E.F., but this was forbidden by a ruling 
of the Judge Advocate last February. The war orphan 
fund, administering up to recently, under the direction 
of the Stars and Stripes, to the welfare of 3,567 chil- 
dren, will total about $617,000. This was turned over 





by that paper to General Pershing, who directed that it 
be devoted to the war orphans. 


A.B.F. MECHANICAL TRADES SCHOOL, 

The work of the Mechanical Trades School of the A. 
E.F. at Decize, Nievre, France, is described in a book 
that has recently reached us from France through the 
courtesy of Major M. A. Palen, U.S.A., commanding 
officer of the school. ‘This institution was established 
in July, 1918, and was designed primarily to give in- 
struction to members of the A.E.F. in the operation 
and maintenance of military motor transportation, be- 
ing continued in that work until March, 1919. The 
Training Section of the General Staff at G.H.Q. then 
determined that the plant at Decize was exceptionally 
adaptable for conversion to a mechanical trades school 
and accordingly this was done, the reorganized school 
providing instruction for 585 students classified into 
three main courses, driver mechanics, motorcycle and 
oxy-acetylene welding. The school began its career un- 
der the new dispensation on April 21 last. When the 
school was opened for its new purpose there were 
students entered in the driver mechanics course for 
fourteen weeks; sixty in the motorcycle course, and 
twenty-five in the oxy-acetylene welding course, the act- 
ual instruction in this last-named course being given at 
the Motor Transportation Corps Reconstruction Park at 
Verneuil, about six miles from Decize. The students 
live according to a strictly military plan, one hour’s 
drill being given every other day and a rifle range 
near the school presenting. opportunity for all the pre- 
scribed firing exercises. Inspection is held every Sat- 
urday morning. One hour a day is devoted to athletics, 
a hangar serving as a gymnasiuum and for indoor 
games and exercises. The purpose of the book, which 

was compiled’ by Lieut. Benjamin Strong, jr. USA. 
and printed at the Ordnance Repair Shops, APO. 
is to give a complete exposition of the school both i 
historical reasons and for the purpose of serving as a 
guide or model in the establishment of schools of the 
same type.
